Many Sons, Daughters Of Officials 
Past And Present On Town Payroll 


The daughter of the chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen has a summer job 
with the Recreation Department. 

The son of the chairman of the Park 
Commission worked last week for the 
Park Department. 

The son of the superintendent of the 
Highway Department is employed by 
the Highway Department at the town 
incinerator. 

Two sons of the assistant highway 
superintendent are employed by the 
town's Highway Department. 

The daughter of a recently resigned 
Recreation Committee member (now 
School Committee member) is about to 
begin her second summer as an cm 
ployee 01 the Recreation Department 

The son of the Park Department's 
secretary was just hired as a tem¬ 
porary laborer in the Park Depart¬ 
ment. 

The son of a firefighter is also a 
temporary Park Department em¬ 
ployee. 

Not only that, a current working 
firefighter, John Hcnnelly, is also a 
paid summer employee of the 
Recreation Department 

The son of a former Park Com¬ 
missioner is a laborer in the Park 
Department. 

Another summer laborer in the Park 
Department has a relative working at 
Town Hall. 

II the Park Department seems the 
most frequent employer of persons 
related to present and past town of¬ 
ficials that’s because it is. 

And if Winchester town departments 

most notably Park, Recreation and 
Highway—seem either riddled or rife 
with nepotism, that's because they are. 

Rut is this wrong? 

No, say those department heads and 
officials whose sons and daughters are 
employed by the town. 

Yes, say others who don’t have 
relatives employed in positions to 
possibly use influence to get relatives 
on the town payroll. 

Nepotism is a long-standing widely 
practiced way of life in Winchester. 

The Park Commission—five 
members elected by the voters—has 
nothing to lose by doing a few small 
favors for a chosen few. The park board 
is about to go out of business because its 
duties are being taken over by a new 
public works department under a town 
manager. 

So unbeknown to two park com¬ 
missioners William T. Ryerson and 
Robert P Joyce several favorite sons 
have received highly competitive 
summer jobs 

The name MacDonnell may be 
familiar to some Winchester voters. 
Albert A MacDonnell is the chairman 
of the Park Commission. The name 
Michael MacDonnell, 17, is no doubt 
unfamiliar to most. 

Michael is Albert's son. lie worked a 
full week Inst week for the Park 
Department. But because of the holiday 
last Monday and because it rained one 
day, he only worked three days. 

Thus his hours (at $2.50 an hour) 
totaled only 24 hours. But he can be 
expected to put in a 40-hour week in the 
future that's about $loo a week plus 
overtime, according to the town 
comptroller's office 

The overtime is for special cleanups 
which Park employees regularly get 
paid for His father says Michael’s 
employement was a one-time thing, 
that Michael was hired because an 
emergency situation existed in that the

secretary, Marie Campbell, couldn't 
find anyone else to hire for needed 
cleanup, which also happened to fall 
within school vacation week when 
Michael was off. His hiring papers were 
signed by his father. 

Both Mrs. Campbell and the senior 
MacDonnell maintain Michael's future 
employment by the Park Department is 
unlikely. 

Mrs. Campbell’s son, Stephen, is 
also an employee of the Park Depart¬ 
ment. He is listed in the town comp¬ 
troller’s office as a temporary laborer, 
as of April 28. This is a summer job. 

Stephen will work alongside N. 
Bruce Hanes Jr. Some Winchester 
residents may remember that they 
voted a few years ago for his father for 
Park Commission. 

Hanes Sr. was ousted two years ago 
by an upstart, Robert P. Joyce, who 
along with Cmsr. Ryerson maintains he 
was completely in the dark about these 
appointments. 

Another commissioner, Stella 
Aitken, also told The Star she was in the 
dark about the appointments. But, Mrs. 
Aitken said, she sees nothing wrong 
with past and present commissioners’ 
relatives on the town payroll. 

“We didn't know who their families 
were unless they were personally 
known to member of the department," 
she said. 

Park Supt. Babe Mullen had 
responsibility for hiring summer help, 
she said “He was within his right who 
he selected." 

Mrs. Aitken added that the Park 
Department should hire the most 
qualified persons no matter what their 
connection with town commissioners 
and officials, a theme struck by other 
officials questioned about nepotism in 
hiring of personnel. 

Mrs. Aitken added that: "Sure we 
might know someone and be swayed a 
little. That's not wrong, is it?" 

Recreation Chairman Peter Ken¬ 
nedy Tully was also strong in his 
opinion that his board should hire the 
most qualified personnel no matter 
what their association with town of¬ 
ficials. 

About the hoard’s hiring of Pam 
Giarrizzo, daughter of the chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, Tully said: 
"Do you think I should not hire her even 
though she is the second most qualified 
because she is the chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen’s daughter? 

"Why would 1 want to be nice to 
him? I ran against him for Board of 
Selectmen.” 

Another person hired by Recreation 
for summer employement is Kathy 
Noble, whose father, John W. Noble Jr., 
just resigned from the board to take up 
of the Recreation Committee. Ms. 
Noble was also hired by the Recreation 
Committee last summer, when her 
father was actually on the board. 

Another relative of recreation 
commissioners is Mark Milley, whose 
father, according to Tully, was on the 
committee a lung time ago. 

Tully thinks this is a low per 
centagc three out of a total summer 
workforce of 57. But he admits that 
there were only two other relatives of 
town officials who applied for jobs— 
both daughters of Recreation member 
Bette Hill 

They were denied summer jobs by a 
vote of the Recreation Committee 

But the committee has hired as 
men’s softball supervisor for its softball 
programs a man who is already a full 


time town employee. He is John lien- 
nelly, a firefighter 

fully says his duties are: make up 
schedules, answer questions and get 
umpires logo to games. For this he gets 
about $350 for the summer, according to 
Tully. 

Recreation Committee Member 
Karen Wharton said that Hcnnelly 
actually doesn't make up any 
schedules. 

"The schedules were already made 
up before supervisor Hennelly was 
hired. Nor does he get umpires. Six I 
were hired at the same time he was. 

“His position then amounts to an- ‘ 
swering questions for $55 a week! The 
position of supervisor actually doesn't 
exist," she said. 

Mrs. Wharton added that she wasn't 
aware that Hennelly's position, and 
other positions, were filled until Friday, 
“after the appointments were made by 
the director without a vote of the 
committee.” 

Over in the Highway Department 
Mark O'Brien, a Winchester High 
School student lit years of age and son 
of superintendent Robert O'Brien, is 
employed as a temporary laborer at the 
incinerator. 

He is on the 3-11 shift at $2.50 an 
hour. 

O'Brien says because he now has 
four men out on workmen's com¬ 
pensation (workrelated injuries) and 
another five are usually out sick, he has 
to have about an average of eight to 
nine temporary employees. 

As of July t he will be hiring a new 
mechanic full time, which will 
eliminate a temporary employee 

Two children of Asst. Supt. Edward 
J. Murphy are also on the payroll of the 
Highway Department. One lives in 
Winchester and the other in Stoneham 

They are Edward ,J. Murphy 3rd and 
Michael Murphy. Michael is 18. 
Edward 3rd is 17. Both are temporary 
employees. Michael averages 38 hours 
a week with the department and 
Edward 40. 

Both, according to Supt. O’Brien, 
work Saturdays, Sundays and holidays 
They receive straight time. They also 
work three hours a night 

Selectmen's Wife 

Nor is nepotism confined to 
daughters of selectmen. When the 
present fire chief’s secretary retired 
three months ago the wife of selectman 
Arthur E. Dunbar applied and 'was 
interviewed only two days after the 
advertisement for the position ap 
peared in the newspaper. 

She was not hired. Publicity over the 
possible appointment (selectmen have 
authority over the Fire Department i is 
thought to have killed the appointment 
Back To Park 

Park Cmsr. Chandler Parkhurst told 
The Star he knew about the ap 
pointment of relatives of officials to 
summer positions in the Park 
Department but refused to comment i 
further on the matter He referred all 
questions to the chairman. 

Chairman Albert MacDonnell 
refused to go into any details except to 
say his son will not be employed this 
summer, that Stephen Campbell 
worked last year for the Park Depart 
nient and no preference of any kind was 
given any summer employee 

“I won't go down the list with you 
one by one," he said angrily. He then 
began to discuss at length matters

24-Hour Dog Leash Law, 
Strict New Penalties Voted 


A 24-hour dog leash law and stiff new 
penalties for owners of pets in violation were 
voted last Thursday by town meeting with 
barely a whimper. . s 

Sponsored by Town Meeting Member 
<TMM> Vincent Carroll, who also sponsored 
the present 12-hour dog leash law, the 24-hour 
provision goes into effect sometime in 
summer 

Carroll has tried every year since 1972, 
and at some additional special town 
meetings, to get the town to adopt an all-day 
leash jaw. He even initiated a referendum, in 
1972, on the issue. 

Debate on the subject at town meeting last 
Thursday was brief and almost entirely in 
favor of further limiting the freedom of dogs 
to mam the streets of Winchester at will. A 
motion to reconsider the article is expected to 
be made at tonight's session, though whether 
an actual second vote on the proposal itself 
will take place tonight (Thursday) is not 
known. 

Because of the large number of absences 
at Thursday's session, those opposed to ex¬ 
tending the leash law feel they may have a 
chance to rescind the vote. A two-thirds vote 
is needed to reconsider. 

The present leash law goes from 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m The town has one dog officer, one dog 
control van and a town kennel located near 
the incinerator. 

The vote in favor of the all-day law was 93 
to -15. (There are 227 town meeting members. 
The vote, therefore, shows a high number of 
absences.) 

The meeting also increased from $2 to $8 
the daily kennel fee charged owners of pets 
caught off leash. 

In addition to the daily kennel fee. dog 
owners will be subject to heavy court fines 
which were voted by an earlier town meeting. 
Sometime this summer a new schedule of 
fines for violation of the dog leash law will go 
into effect. 

These fines will subject pet owners to a $10 
charge for a first offense. $15 for a second and 
$20 for a third. There is no appeal. 

Neither the new 24-hour dog leash law nor 
the $8 kennel fee become law until the at¬ 
torney general approves and the law has been 
ijvertised. 

The meeting went on to approve a dog 
budget (under the Police Department) of 
$17,0(1(1, which includes money for a half-time 
dog control assistant for the first lime. 

The added half-time person is to cover 
weekends, vacations and other periods when 
the regular dog officer is off duty A new 
federal fair labor standards act prohibits 
employees of the town working more than 4n 
hours without overtime pay. 

The Finance Committee favored the added

person in view of the town meeting’s ex¬ 
tension of the dog leash law. But Finance had 
opposed extending the dog law on the grounds 
of extra expense. 

There was little other opposition. TMM 
Daniel Ladd said the town meeting “has been 
frustrated bv costs we have no control over" 
and suggested hot extending the dog leash law 
as one way to keep one cost from increasing. 

Several speakers went into the many 
complaints of residents over dogs roaming 


the streets and annoying the elderly and 
children. 

TMM Carroll, who said he has seen dogs 
roaming that “are literally starving," 
commented that the increased fines will more 
than offset the increased budget. 

The town meeting also legalized a $2 
registration fee for dogs which has already 
been in effect 

TMM Eleanor (’. Pingrcesaid the present 
12-hour leash law is unenforceable because 
"dogs don't wear watches" and don't know 
when to go home. 

The dog officer's budget includes $3,000 for 
other expenses and $14,198 for wages and 
salaries

About 400 noisy demonstrators roared into 
Winchester Sunday afternoon, staged an anti 
busing rally and then with horns blaring 
drove to the homes ol the five pro-Metco 
School Committee members to chant and 
make speeches. 

Police said there were no untoward in 
cidents during the 90-minute demonstration 
But individual School Committee members 
told The Star they feared for their safety 

School Committee Chairman Stephen li 
Parkhurst said heand his family were subject 
to abuse and threats He said 50 to on persons 
from a Boston organization known a Restore 
Our Alienated Rights Roar) gathered in 
front of his house 

“The parallel with Germany in the 1930s is 
all to clear to see," said Parkhurst in a letter 
m this week's Star 

The militant anti-busing Boston group was 
joined in Winchester ' the Sons of Italy Hall 
by about SO Winche residents There they 
heard speeches and chanted and then broke 
up into five groups to stage the motorcades to 
the committee persons' houses 

Committeeperson Robert S Frank Jr said 
about 30 to 40 cars, one with a sound system 
on top. arrived at his house while he was 
taking leaves 

Frank said that only one of the 7. to ion 
persons in the caravan was from Winchester 
He identified himself to Frank as I>avid Rush 
of 8 Woods ide rd 

Rush acted as spokesperson for the group 
He said that the demonstration was being 
carried out to show metropolitan support for 
Citizens for Responsible Education in Win¬ 
chester (Crew), a local anti-Metro group 

The persons in attendance said they were 
from South Boston, Quincy, Dedham and 
other towns. 

They argued that by voting in favor Ol 
Metro, ike Winchester School Committee 
makes it possible I'm the state to institute 
cross busing 

Frank argued the reverse lie said 
voluntary busing programs such as Metro 
reduce the chances for compulsory slate 
busing. 

They also argued that Committeeperson 
Frank should have changed Ins position and 


opposed Metco following Winchester's 
referendum which wenl against the urban 
suburban education program 

Frank was one of five Winchester School 
Committee persons who stuck with earlier 
votes and favored inviting Metro to begin an 
education program here in the fall involving 
in to 5() black Boston children. 

"They said I shouldn't have acted in ac 
cordance with my conscience but in ac 
cordance with the people," commented 
Frank later

New Commissioner Reviews 
County Budget, Makes Cuts 


Cmsr. Michael E. 
McLaughlin reports he has 
thorougly reviewed the Mid¬ 
dlesex County budget and has 
proposed a cut of $2 million 
which surpasses his plan to cut 
$1 million from the present 
budget. 

McLaughlin sent letters to all 
department heads in the 
county listing the proposed 
cuts for each department. 

Any department head who 
believes there is justification 
for any of these items to 
remain in his budget must have 
a written explanation of the 
need for that item to 
McLaughlin within five days of 
receipt of McLaughlin’s letter. 

If there is valid reason for 
that item to remain, ad¬ 
justments will be made, his 
letter indicated. 

McLaughlin said he does 
intend to keep additions to a 
minimum, but that the ad¬ 
justments will result in a 
reduced total budget cut. The 
final budget proposed will be 
presented at the May G 
meeting. 

McLaughlin also noted there 
are employment vacancies in 
the budget that he does not 
intend to fill. 

He stated: “The budget was 
prepared last December and I 
have no way of ascertaining 
which of these positions have 
been filled since that time.” 

This lack of information on 
the current status of these 
positions is a result of the fact 
that there is no central per¬ 
sonnel director for the county,” 
he said. 

“A qualified personnel 
director can save thousands of 
the taxpayers dollars by 
maintaining tight controls over 
the present status of 'the 
payroll, and any proposed 
hiring. This central control 
factor would eliminate un¬ 
necessary hiring and political 
patronage jobs. 

' “I have also discovered there 
are two purchasing depart¬ 
ments, one for the county, and 
another for the county hospital, 
which is located at the hospital. 

“This situation means ad¬ 
ditional payroll cost, loss of 
centralized control by the 
county, and increased cost to 
the taxpayer,"he said. 

“One centralized purchasing 
department would eliminate 


these problems, he noted. 
"Although the county is a 
governmental function, I 
maintain it can and should be 
operated with the same level of 
professional expertise of 
businesses,” he said 

“My primary goals at this 
time are to initiate the budget 
cuts with a follow up of tighter 
organizational controls.

Run Activities 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

It is time for all volunteer coaches, 
managers, directors, presidents, etc,, of 
Little League, Youth Hockey, Youth Soccer, 
Pop Warner Football, Girls Cap League, Hoys 
Cap League, Little Theatre, etc., to turn over 
their duties to the Recreation Department. 

Summer playgrounds draw very few after 
the first two weeks. Summer life guards arc 
fine until the water is no longer usable. Tennis 
courts arc well used and well paid for by the 
taxpayers. Gymnastics, some basketball, 
$1,500 for men's softball (many players and 
teams from outside Winchester why not turn 
the whole recreation program over to the 
Recreation Department and have it funded by 
lax dollars as it is in other towns? 

It is no longer feasible for these leagues to 
continue to function in the same way they 
have in the past and since we have a full time 
recreation director in Winchester why not let 
him direct all recreation activities for the 
town not just a select few during the year? 

Will the volunteers still be needed? Of 
course they will and they will be happy to 
continue I'm sure but to coach, manage, etc., 
not raise funds. 

A recreation department (especially a full¬ 
time one) is supposed to provide recreation 
for the most number of people in the town. 
You now have a senior citizens’ budget and 
money allocated for tennis, special education, 
gymnastics, softball etc. Now, let’s pick up 
the largest number of participants in the town 
and take care of them as well. 

I-iCt’s gel the “little beggers” off the 
streets with their candy, chances and the like 
and spend 25 to 50 cents per year extra in 
taxes to take care of the basic necessities of 
these youth programs through the recreation 
budget and Recreation Department.

Acting on one-sided arguments, the towm 
meeting last Thursday swept through a 24 
hour leash law by a 93-45 vote. Surely among 
the nearly too missing members someone 
could have presented the other side to this ill 
conceived action. 

The change was needless Already we 
have a bylaw sufficient to handle 
troublesome, annoying or dangerous dogs A 
call to the dog officer or police will activate 
quick reliief at any time The dog officer does 
need more help, but the new bylaw will 
require much more help plus a considerable 
enlargement of the pound. 

The statement that dogs widely distribute 
virulent diseases is refuted by veterinarians 
and pediatricians alike. Uncared for, roving 
dogs must be removed from the streets, but 
dogs living with families that care for them 
arc safe, friendly, loyal and protective 
companions exalted creatures of the animal 
kingdom. 

The tragedy of the new bylaw is that the 
dog rather than the careless owner is 
punished. Deprived will be the elderly and 
infirm who lean on their dog’s companionship 
bul cannot walk him at night on a leash, 
children who exchange love with and learn 
unmatched lessons from the puppy that may 
get lost and people who in this day and age 
look to their dog for protection. 

Although stringent enforcement aimed at 
irresponsible owners undeserving of having a 
pel is in order, the recent hasty action of the 
towm meeting should be rescinded.

Questions 
asked include name, address, age, oe 
cupatinn, residence as of Jan. 1 and children 
17 or older. 

The state also requires a census of all 
children aged :t through 21 in order to gather 
school population statistics. 

Finally, a special Massachusetts census is 
being taken this year pursuant to a newly 
passed constitutional amendment cutting the 
size of the legislature from 240 to 160 mem 
hers. Redistricting the state will be based 
upon these 1975 census figures. 

The first two are combined in some towns 
through cooperative agreement between the 
town clerk and the school department. It may 
be possible to use town census figures for the 
special state census. 

This question is one of many received by 
the League of Women Voters voter in¬ 
formation phone. Individuals with questions 
on government may call the VIPhone Monday 


through Friday between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 
The number for the Winchester area is 357- 
5880. 

“If a senator or representative resigns 
mid-term, how is the vacancy filled?” asked 
another caller. 

A vacancy in the Massachusetts 
legislature is ordinarily filled by special 
primary and election at the earliest possible 
lime after the vacancy occurs. 

The house speaker or the senate president 
moves to set a special date for the election. 
The timetable is set by the secretary of state's 
office based on deadlines for filing 
nomination papers and the mandated time 
gap between primary and final election. 

Primaries were recently held in three 
communities Abington, Framingham and 
Holyoke for vacancies that occurred shortly 
after the fall elections. 

"What are the qualifications for running 
for representative in the United States 
Congress?" asked a third caller recently. 

A volunteer operator replied that the 
candidate must be 25 years old and an 
inhabitant of Massachusetts on election day. 
He must have been a U.S. citizen for seven 
years. He need not be a resident of the 
congressional district concerned.

Allies With Metro Group

The Plot 

Why was Avi Nelson, who is involved in 
metropolitan politics, invited by a Winchester 
political group to speak in Winchester? I 
attended the meeting to find out 

The hall was partially filled when the first 
speaker, Agnes Smith of Roar, Dorchester, 
began her prepared remarks in support of 
parent censorship of textbooks and parent 
control of curriculum. 

A sudden blaring of car horns heralded the 
entrance of hundreds of persons carrying 
banners and displaying many different 
political labels, Roar the most prominent 
Mrs. Smith completed her remarks in the 
rather noisy hall and then Avi Nelson walked 
to the speaker's table, accompanied by 
Constance Papas, recently defeated can¬ 
didate for the Winchester School Committee. 

The audience rose to its feet to welcome 
Nelson and began u repetitive chant “Here 
we go. Avi”- apparently a familiar ritual to 
the hundreds crowded into the hall. Even us 
Avi began his speech yet another cavalcade of 
cars brought even more persons. The room 
was filled wall to wall 

Mr. Nelson's purpose in addressing the 
group was to invite Crew to join a suburban 
coalition of political groups determined to 
overthrow the racial imbalance law 

He outlined methods of organization 
through which one community needing help in 
lighting elected officials can get assistance 
from oilier communities. 

Mr. Nelson pointed out ot the hundreds i f 
non residents in the audience that Winchester 
had cleverly put a recall provision in its new 
charter for the expulsion of recalcitrant of-

ficials. The audience audibly appreciated 
such “cleverness.” 

Mr. Nelson's invitation to Crew to join 
Roar and its suburban efforts was accepted 
by Clara Hewis, who shared the chair¬ 
manship of the meeting with her brother, 
Stanley. And when Ms. Hewis requested funds 
for court-action costs, a can began to cir¬ 
culate among the hundreds of members of 
Roar and allied anti-busing groups. 

Thus tnc pact was sealed. A group of 
Winchester residents, some of whom for 
years have been exhorting Winchester to 
protect home rule, and to guard against 
metropolitanism, is now itself part of a 
political movement flung across Greater 
Metropolitan Boston and beyond. 

Crew has brought to Winchester the very 
scourge its members piously condemned 
during those long seven hours of town 
meeting debate about Metco. 

Is this political group, headed by an am¬ 
bitious newscaster, what the voters of Win¬ 
chester wanted when they voted on the 
referendum question? 

I personally was appalled by the events on 
the Sunday afternoon. The rhythmic hall¬ 
shaking chant for a leader, the deliberate 
emotional appeals seemed to be fresh echoes 
from recent history books. 

But the final act of the Sunday meeting 
was the most unconscionable A well- 
organized motor cavalcade armed with prior 
information about Winchester, divided into 
live sections, each delegated to harass the 
private residence of a specific Winchester 
School Committee member. 

Epilogue 

For a few hours on a Sunday afternoon, 
Winchester was invaded by outsiders intent 
upon using Winchester for their own political 
gain 

And the sole blame rests on Crew- 
Citizens for Besponsihle Education in Win¬ 
chester. I for one consider it a “wrecking 
crew,” callously using the voters and the 
charter of Winchester to promote its self- 
serving ambitions. 

I write to alert the town to the true nature 
ol this small group that has discredited itself 
through its own actions.

KKK-Krew Shows Its Colors. 
Nepotism Gains Popularity 


What some of us feared all along became 
apparent over the weekend when the Win¬ 
chester anti-Metco group allied itself with the 
anti-black Boston group called Restore Our 
Alienated Rights (Roar). 

The Winchester antis, called Committee 
for Responsible Education (Crew), finally let 
its true colors show by joining forces with a 
group that has done everything in and out of 
its power to thwart integration in the schools. 

I think because Crew can so easily slip into 
the Roar syndrome indicates that they have 
been hiding their true feelings behind a 
veneer of suburban niceness. I'm glad it’s all 
come out into the open finally. 

I hope a lot of Winchester people who voted 
against Metco now realize what their vote 
meant—that their vote was a vote against 
blacks. Whether you favor or oppose busing, 
fear higher taxes, decline of quality education 
or whatever your reason for voting against 
Metco, it should he easier for you to realize 
now that your vote was a vote in favor of 
segregated classrooms. 

People I know and whose opinions I 
respect who attended (hut didn't participate) 
in Roar-Crew's rally Sunday at the Sons of 
Italy hall on Swanton street were horrified by 
the spectacle 

One common thought came to their minds: 
echoes of Nazi Germany. It is amazing how 
many people who witnessed the Sunday 
spectacle had the same image. 

The chanting mindless crowds being used 
by a canny politician intent on climbing on 
their prejudices in order to reach higher 
office is not uncommon in western society. 

I’m glad to a be able to report that only 
about 50 Winchester people attended the sorry 
rally at the Sons of Italy hall. Whether that’s 
because they didn't know about it or because 
they didn’t care to attend I don’t know. I hope 
the latter. 

It’s interesting to note that the Roar group 
has a Winchester contact, whose telephone 
number is printed on their flyers announcing 
coming Roar events. 1 That person is an official 
of Crew. 

It’s also interesting to note that the Crew 
people were the ones to cry bloody murder 
about "metropolitanism" in the schools. 
Their literature always sought to confuse 
Metco with metropolitanism by linking the 
two words with a hyphen. 

Now they are the ones to bring in a 
metropolitan group which is seeking a 
regional solution to a problem affecting the 
central city—which is exactly what Metco is 
seeking. 

Talk about political expediency and 
mendacity! Ah, how people’s words change 
as circumstances change. 


One of the speakers who addressed the 
rally at the Sons of Italy hall Sunday was one 
of these people who conduct telephone 
“dialogues” with listeners. 

All of these talk in shows—whether liberal 
or conservative—are such a waste of energy. 
All they are ever are is a swapping of 
misinformation and prejudices. 

This particular person has a show on a 
Boston radio station. The Boston Globe’s 
Mike Barnicle had an interesting article a 
couple of weeks ago on the man. Just a couple 
of quotes: 

“And beneath all the rhetoric and the 
posturing and the politics is a very misun¬ 
derstood little boy. Fact of the matter is thal 
Avi Nelson is a very sensitive and perceptive 
person. A man way behind his time. 

"It’s too easy to confuse his courageous 
and unpopular views on. school desegregation 
with mere opportunism, to label him as 
having a case of terminal egotism,. Actually 
there’s more here than meets the ear. Deep, 
deep down, Avi is shallow.... 

“Not enough people have been alerted to 
the menace of things like social security, 
minimum wage, unemployment com¬ 
pensation, medicare, public schools, 
collective bargaining, highways, mass 
transit, policemen, firemen, mailmen and 
garbage collection. All ‘governmental in¬ 
tervention and regulation.’.... 

“Under Avi Nelson’s dream of a return to 
rugged individualism we should all pitch in 
and throw a senior citizen out on the street.... 

“All of us can only take comfort in the 
knowledge lhat the little fellow...is among us, 
alive and loud, confident in the knowledge—in 
his own words—that “the intellectual level of 
my audience is not as high as it might he hut 
that is not necessarily had...." 


It looks like Winchester’s dreamed-of 
senior citizens center—and perhaps second 
elderly housing project—is in trouble with the 
state. 


The Winchester Housing Authority had 
scheduled a meeting Wednesday to discuss 
some aspects of the situation. More on that 
next week. 

But right now I learn that all funds for a 
bond issue in which Winchester was to be 
included are being held up by Boston 
Municipal Court. 

Some groups in Boston are clamoring for 
repair money for dilapidated housing units. 
Until that is settled the state’s Department of 
Community Affairs cannot get the bonds for 
Winchester's second elderly housing com¬ 
plex—on the site of the old Lincoln School on 
Westley street. 

As for the senior citizen center—subject of 
an article at the town meeting now in 
progress—according to a regulation of 
Community Affairs, a center cannot be built 
away from a housing development. 

Winchester's senior citizen center behind 
the Knights of Columbus between Skillings 
road and Mt. Vernon street depended on state 
funds for passage. 

"If we had enougli room on the Lincoln 
School site we could build a senior citizen 
building if the state Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs would give us funds,” says 
Charles Craven of the WHA. 

But because of the acute statewide (and 
Winchester) need for low and middle income 
housing for the elderly. Community Affairs 
says housing gels first priority. 

The town meeting article has not received 
final action. 


The town can expect to sec an appointment 
of a town manager some time this summer, 
July at the earliest, according to reports. 

The way some things have been going at 
town hall lately a town manager can't come 
soon enough. He'll have his hands full. And 
he’ll certainly be getting a lot of advise. 

The comments of the police and fire chiefs 
before the selectmen’s town manager search 
committee last week were certainly 
enlightening. 

I talked with two charter commissioners 
who happened to he present and they agreed 
the commission would have benefited con¬ 
siderably by hearing these comments during 
its important negotiations. 

instead the fire chief never bothered to 
appear (“I wasn't invited") and the police 
chief prattled platitudes when he appeared. 

Now that there's no doubt the town is going 
to have a manager it’s safe to say you wanted 
one all along. A lot of good their comments do 
now. 


Eyery year for the past few years at this 
lime I’ve written a little something about how 
some town boards arc hiring relatives of town 
officials for summer employement. 

And every year our readers yawn at the 
subject and turn over or just fall asleep. But 
I his year the practice got so out of hand that I 
spent a little time on the subject . 

I hope you at least keep your eyes open this 
year long enough to read the article (see page 
one). 

Whether or not you think there’s anything 
wrong with the chairman of the Park Com¬ 
mission hiring his own son to work for his own 
department is another matter. 

Both the Park Commission and the 
Recreation Committee are going out of 
business soon after a town manager is hired. 
Even some of the people on those boards kind 
of sigh with relief at the thought. 

The selectmen’s manager search com¬ 
mittee was talking last week about meeting 
with officials from other towns over dinner to 
discuss ideas illegal under the state open 
meeting law. 


The Park Commission had an interesting 
little meeting Monday night. I didn’t get to 
hear much of it though since they kicked me 
out as soon as I entered. 

“All those who are not associated with the 
Park Board will kindly leave the room,” 
intoned Chairman Albert MacDonnell . 

Since I was the only one in the room not 
associated with the Park Board I presumed 
his remark was meant for me and left. 

The hoard had voted 3-2 to go into closed 
session in order to fill a vacancy among its 
laboring force—a W-10. They filled it—a very 
routine appointment. 

Cmsr. Boh Joyce later wrote me a note: "I 
find last nijf'ht’s executive session was en¬ 
tirely uncalled for and entirely illegal. 

“The chairman, knowing that personnel 
were going lo he discussed, never moved to go 
into executive session until after the news 
media arrived." Joyce and Cmsr. William 
Ryerson voted against a closed session.

Recall: A Crew 
Must Pull Together

To the 3,400 ignored voters: 

We’d like to bring you up-to-date on the 
recall situation. You are aware that our af¬ 
fidavits were filed on March 27 and that the 
town clerk refused to issue recall petition 
blanks based on town counsel's opinion that 
the recall provision in the charter was not yet 
in effect. 

We have retained Attourney Stuart 
DeBard of the Boston firm of Weston, 
Patrick, Willard and Redding. Mr. DeBard 
specializes in municipal law and represents 
as town counsel a number of communities and 
is well recognized as an authority on this type 
of law. 

This relatively simple case (to determine 
whether or not the town clerk is required 
under charter provisions to issue recall 
petition blanks) has now been blown into the 
proverbial “federal case” by the legal in¬ 
tervention of attorneys representing those 
school committee members as individuals, 
whose recall is sought. The effect of the in¬ 
tervention has been a delay of trial date and, 
of course, additional time of our attorney to 
prepare material, testimony, etc. 

I must add here that on our first ap¬ 
pearance at court on April 16 both Mr. 
DeBard and town counsel agreed there would 
be no intervenors. The action to intervene 
came on April 17—one day later. 

We are being railroaded again. 

We need your support to obtain through the 
courts what is our right! Our right of freedom 
and protection under the law. 

You know you can count on Crew to 
represent your interests. But a Crew must 
pull together. 

Please help keep control of our town in the 
hands of the majority.

(EOC) and Area 1 via two meter FM and six 
meter AM. Phone and radio links were 
established between the EOC and Winchester 
police. 

Six radio amateurs and CD Director Bill 
Otis installed antennas and manned the EOC 
from 6 a.m. to 3 p.m. April 19. 

Some amateurs loaned more sophisticated 
equipment to ease the burden. The EOC was 
built and painted by Bill Otis alone. In small 
recognition of the vast amount of time and 
labor Bill expended, I took the enclosed photo 
of Bill and his EOC in operation. 

Bill is seen checking into Winchester 
police, while Jim Potter answers the hourly 
roll call of towns on two meter FM. The 
handsome chap looking on is Paul Koplow, a 
junior high student. 

RACES stands for radio amateur civil 
emergency service, is separately licensed by 
the FCC and utilizes amateur radio bands. 
Winchester has 10 active amateurs with 
others available as needed to augment the 
town’s communications needs should it be 
required.

Crew Statement, 
Outside Agitator 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The events of the past two weeks have 
stripped away the public justifications which 
Crew has employed to explain its opposition 
to Metco. 

First, Crew argued during the campaign 
on the Metco referendum that Metco would 
cost the town n great deal of money. 

Of course this was false since the state will 
reimburse Winchester for Metco expenses 
This claim was always weak hut now it is 
obvious to everyone that Crew is not above 
costing the town money to further its own 
ends. 

The example I cite for this is the law suit 
which Crew has filed against the town with 
regareffo the ruling of the town counsel, Mr 
Randall, that recall is not yet tenable. 

Crew has gone to court to try and gel a 
judgment on what is at best a very confusing 
document, the new town charter. 

In the meantime of course all of the town's 
laxpayers will have to pay to defend Ihis suit 
The problem could have been avoided had 
Crew waited until next fall when it is clear 
that the recall provision will be in effect. 

The second event of note is that Crew has 
imported an “outsider,” Mr. Avi Nelson, the 
right-wing ideologue to speak in Winchester. 

I have no idea whether the talk came off as 
scheduled (on April 27); however, I think that 
it is fitting that Crew would invite a man who 
publicly has indicated his opposition to almost 
all progressive reforms of the post-depression 
era, ‘including sociul security and con¬ 
tributory health insurance 

II is also significant because a good deal of 
Crew’s written materials (used during the 
referendum campaign) implied that Win 
Chester should attend to Winchester pupils 
first and that "outsiders" should only be 
considered after all Winchester students have 
achieved a certain (unspecified) degree of 
proficiency. 

Now, to support its opposition lo "out¬ 
siders” Crew has brought in a professional 
agitator, who also happens to be an "out¬ 
sider.” I think that Crew's action in inviting 
Mr. Nelson indicates that Crew admits (hat 
not all wisdom is to be found in Winchester. I 
agree and that is why I support METCO.

Voke School 
Offers Dental 
Lab Training 

Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School 
offers a two-year post-high 
school course to train dental 
laboratory technicians, who 
perform most of the work on 
artificial dentures 

Technicians do not deal 
directly with patients, but 
fabricate teeth, crowns, 
bridges antj other dental and 
orthodontal appliances 
working from prescriptions of 
dentists 

In performing this work, 
they use small hand tools, 
special electric lathes and 
drills, high heal furnaces and 
other special laboratory 
equipment. 

Most technicians work in 
dental laboratories, some are 
employed by dentists, and 
others work for the federal 
government, said a vocational 
school staff member 

The work of a dental 
laboratory technician is not 
strenuous and most jobs can be 
done by physically han¬ 
dicapped persons with good use 
of hands and fingers. Job op¬ 
portunities for generalists and 
specialists in the field are 
reported good. 

Followup studies indicate 
that 94 percent of the graduates 
from this course are working in 
the field, either for a 
laboratory or in business for 
themselves. 

Mrs. Charlotte Scott, 
director of health occupations 
at Northeast, reports there are 
still openings available to 
students in the course to begin 
next September. Applications 
are being accepted on a con¬ 
tinuing basis until the class is 
filled. 

Applications may be ob¬ 
tained by calling or visiting the 
school, located off Farm street 
at the entrance to the MDC’s 
Breakheart Reservation, 
Wakefield.

‘6 Rms. Riv. Yu.’ Rates 6-Star Revue

If you've ever been to a play and later 
watched in disappointment when il was made 
into a movie or television production, you're 
in for a special treat. 

The Unitarian Players production of “r, 
Urns Riv. Vu” tonight, tomorrow night and 
Saturdav night at K:30 at Metcalf Hall in the 
Unitarian Church reverses that trend. I had 
the good fortune to watch the dress rehearsal 
last Sunday evening 

The recent television production of the 
same name featured Carol Burnett and Alan 
Alda in the lead roles of Anne Miller (No, not 
that one) and Paul Friedman, a couple 
married, but not to each other. 

Ms Burnett and Mr. Alda performed 
capably but their “images” over the years 
from so many other television shows made 
them much less believable for me than our 


own Karen Detore and Peter Gray Miller. 

The title takes its name from an ad for a 
rent-controlled apartment in New York City 
where all the action takes place. The set, 
designed by Carl Boerner and executed by A1 
Leach and his crew, is authentic enough to 
make believers out of even the most cynical 
New Yorkers. 

The play, ably produced by Allan Eyden 
with much help from his stage manager, Ms 
.to Hill, focuses on the accidental encounter 
igreat work on that door knob, crew) of two 
typical Manhattanites. 

The costumes, selected by Laurie DeHey; 
the lighting designed by Roger Sudbury; the 
sound engineered by Ken Astill and the make¬ 
up executed by Anne Guilderson, Doris 
Bryant and their crew all contribute much to 
the play’s success. 

The play is under the excellent direc¬ 


torship of Dr. Bob Storer, who has fused 
sparkling blocking, business, pacing and 
taste into such memorable past Unitarian 
productions as “Arsenic and Old Lace,” “The 
Crucible” and most recently “Look 
Homeward, Angel.” Ms Detore and Mr. 
Miller give the audience what all great stage 
artists strive for: a sense of its own self- 
discovery. 

Most of the time you will laugh with them 
at their own naivete, and sophomoric striving 
for sophisticated scintillation. 

But the thing that keeps this play from 
being just another situation comedy is that 
special chill of poignancy as you identify with 
the characters. 

The leads are assisted by an excellent 
supporting cast and crew. Nancy Von Lazar is 
completely convincing as the conniving, 
crotchety and curious “Woman in 4A.“ She is 


also the mistress of the killer dog, Trixie, who 
assists her in blackmailing the building 
superintendent, Eddie, well played by John 
Brinkert. 

Judv Johnson, a newcomer to this stage, 
and Al”Leach, a fine and experienced actor, 
complement one another and add just the 
right touch as another couple interested in the 
apartment. 

Special mention is saved for Felicia Hall 
and her real-life husband Andy Hall, as the 
insufferable and yet long-suffering other 
halves, Janet Friedman and Richard Miller. 
They both deserve credit for making the play 
more credible. 

Since the most prominent places in any 
article are first and last, I have saved this 
spot for three lovely ladies I have had the 
pleasure to work with in other productions. 

First, Emily Chandler, a propmistress 
nonpareil. Next, Donna Funk, who always 
makes intermission a good break, and last the 
person who does a thankless job well, the one 
you should call for your tickets, Pam Boer¬

Nostalgia For Past Customs 
Of Ancient Rites Of Mayday

What ever happened to May Day? A day 
that used to be marked with flowers and 
festivities for centuries lias slipped into ob¬ 
scurity in this country and century 

As a child 1 recall making May baskets 
from lace doilies, filling them with fresh 
flowers and hanging them on neighbors’ doors 
before they awoke on May t 

Pauline Dishmon recalls her West Med¬ 
ford neighborhood May Day parties before 
World War II, complete with a picnic in a 
park and the crowning of a May king and 
queen. 

But these customs, remnants of centuries- 
old traditions, seem quaint or nostalgic now. 
In this century May Day has some political 
connotations such as the parades of military 
communist-controlled countries 

In the US, May l has been set aside as 
Loyalty and Law Day. In Boston tonight, the 
most newsworthy May Day event is the ap¬ 
pearance of Judge John Sirica of Watergate 
fame and prestige for a Law Day speech. 

The ancient May Day tradition stdi thrives 
in Europe and British Isles where its 
popularity and significance has deeper 
cultural roots and where its origins predate 
Christianity. 

Centuries before the birth of Christ, the 
New Year was hailed on May 1. the time of 
changing seasons and the beginning of spring 
planting. Trees, symbols of fertility, were 
used at May festivals of antiquity. The 
custom later evolved into the decorated May 
pole. 

In medieval England nearly every village 
and town had a semi-permanent May plole, a 
symbol of life and renewal. The Puritans, 
under Cromwell, frowned on the custom and 
tried to stamp it out in England and in the 
colonies. Under Charles II during the 
Restoration, the joyous customs wwere 
revived again in 1661. 

The Romans set aside early May for the 
worship of Flora, goddess of flowers. The 
time was called Eloralia and was celebrated 
with parades and festivals. Winners of 
athletic contests crowned the statue of the

goddess. Our May Day queens,, both secular 
and religious, as in the crowning of Mary, 
Mother of Christ, descent from that time. 

On May Day in Sweden, winter and 
summer actually did battle in a re¬ 
enactment Two groups of horsemen, one led 
by a personification of winter, and one a 
flower-clad summer vied on the battlefield. 
The winter team hurled snow and ice, hut the 
forces of summer always conquered. 

The custom of “bringing in the May" or 
gathering flowering hawthorns before dawn 
on May 1 was popular among European youth 
despite frowns of village elders on such 
frivolity which included May queens and 
Maypole dancing. 

The ancient Maytime customs were ob¬ 
served in rural America, but they are 
disappearing. One reason is the rise of ur¬ 
banization and the decline of the rural setting 
necessary. The hawthorn and violet does not 
flourish along the highways or asphalt 
covered shopping centers.

Sign By-Law 

Soon after Planning Board member 
William S. Cummings reported on a public 
hearing and revisions lo the board's new sign 
by-law proposal, TMM Richard II Murphy 
asked that the Board of Appeal decide on all 
free standing signs.

sign reading "Ford’ at Bonnell Motors on 
Cambridge street.

The Burlington by-law calls for free 
standing signs to go in one year, Schaefer 
said. 

The Bonnell situation "is unfortunate," he 
noted, adding that the Winchester by-law was 
pending and Bonnell’s sign contractor was 
notified but ignored such notification. 

He suggested leaving the by-law as 
proposed and that Murphy, Bonnell or others 
"apply for permits from the Board of 
Appeals." 

In a plea to the assembly to amend the by 
law, Frank Bonnell of the Ford automobile 
agency acknowledged "a need for a sign by 
law." He said, however, he was not aware the 
building commissioner had told his sign 
contractor about the proposed sign by-law 

Support for the by-law came from (lie 
Finance Committee, the Board of Selectmen,

Planning Board chairman Michael 
Boodakian pointed to signs at his place of 
business which will have to come down

Board of Health director and TMM 
Michael D Saraco said the by-law contains

cost all citizens money as they appealed io the 
Hoard of Appeals for a lighted sign giving 
their names on a yardpost. 

Saraco asked for indefinite postponement 
ol the by-law article 

Town moderator Raymond .1 Kenney Jr

In a voice vote, the voters rejected the 
amendment. They also rejected the motion to 
indefinitely postpone 

After approving the new sign by-law. they 
appropriated $8tm to pay for advertising the 
law 

Flood Insurance 

Town meeting spent one hour discussing 
whether or not the town should vote to join a 
national flood insurance program which 
permits home owners in a designated flood 
prone zone to receive federal subsidy for Hood 
insurance. 

According to Selectman Chairman Vito A 
Giarrizzo who explained parts of Ihe plan, 
those who live in such a zone have the option 
to accept Ihe insurance plan or reject it 

The obvious benefit to home owners in a 
flood prone zone is subsidized insurance, 
federal grants for building within the zone, 
and eligibility for disaster relief in event ol 
flood for those pedple in the zone 


Disadvantage: 


New By-Law Restricts Signs 


The objective of the new sign by-law 
passed by town meeting is to restrict use of 
private signs which tend to overload (tic 
public’s capacity lo receive information or 
which increase the probability of accidents. 

The by-law outlines the kinds of signs 
which are permitted and those which are not 
Those which do not conform must comply 
within five years of the effective date (This 
will be the date the attorney general’s office 
notifies the town of the law’s validity), while 
illuminated signs must comply within one 


The Planning Board, which lias been 
working . the law for the past several years, 
brougl t the proposed sign by-law to Ihe town 
meeting following a public hearing and ad 
vice from the Board of Appeal. 

Ttie building commissioner will be in 
charge of enforcing the by-law. If a violator 
does not correct a non-comforning situation, 
the building commissioner may institute a 
civil or criminal suit or take other action to 
insure compliance. 

A penalty for violation if any of the 
provisions of the by-law may be $10 a day for 
each day the violation continues. 

The following are types of signs lo be 
prohibited throughtout the town: 

- Billboards, including hut not limited to 
those generally associated witti outdoor 
advertising industry. 

Free standing signs over 2 sq. ft 

Moving signs (parts of signs displaying 
time or temperature excepted) 

- Non-accessory signs. 

- Signs exceeding 500 sq ft. in area. 

- Signs extending more than 12 inches over 
a public way. 

- Signs attached in any manner to a utility 
pole, tree or light structure 

Political signs of any type except those in 
or on a candidate's office or headquarters, it 
the office is not located in a residentical 
district 

Free standing signs (those not attached to 
a building) are prohibited tint allowable in 
certain situations with permit from the Board 
of Appeal 

The old by-law, before the Planning 
Board's revision after the public hearing and 
advice from the Board of Appeals, prohibited 
all free standing signs except for those in 
shopping centers and industrial complexes. 

The revised and passed by-law permits 
signs for geographic and architectural 
reasons. 

The by-law, after revision, allows for free 
standing signs for hospitals and other 
charitable institutions. 

Residency-C’onservancy I lists. 

The law allows one nonilluminated sign 
displaying the street number or,name of an 
occupant of premises, or Both, not exceeding 2 
sq ft in area. 

The law allows one wall-mounted iden 
tification sign for an apartment building as 
long as the sign does not exceed Hi sq. ft in 


occupants or tenants of a building affixed to 
an'exlerior wall of a building at each entrance 
to such a building This directory must not 
exceed an area determined on the basis of one 
sq ft. for each occupant or tenant of the 
building. 

Gasoline filling stations and garages may, 
if they elect, divide the one exterior or in¬ 
dividual letter sign affixed to the front wall of 
Ihe building, into separate signs affixed to 
and parallel lo such a wall, provided the total 
of the area of the separate signs does not 
exceed the maximum area permitted under 
the by-law for a single exterior sign. 

In an industrial zone, each tenant of a 
building, shall lie entitled to one exterior sign 
, Temporary signs on or behind display 
windows which occupy an area may be no 
greater than to percent of the window area 

The by-law states that no sign may tie 
illuminated between midnight and C> a.in 
except signs identifying police or fire 
stations, hospitals and other signs as the 
Board of Appeals feel is in the best interest of 
the public. 

If a citizen or business person is aggrieved 
about a sign prohibition, he may make appeal 
to the Board of Appeals. 

The case will tie taken up within 30 days 
from the date of order or decision. Appeal 
filing is done through the Town Clerk. An 
aggrieved person will specify grounds for 
appeal

“for rent" sign, not exceeding 6 sq ft in an

One contractor's sign, not exceeding to sq.

maintained on the premises while a building 
is actually under construction. 

Temporary unlighted real estate signs not 
more than 50 sq. ft in total and not more than 
Id ft in any dimension, may lie erected and 
maintained on subdivisions of land to ad¬ 
vertise solely the selling of land or buildings, 
but not more than one such sign may face the 
same street. 

Any business legally located in a 
residential district and holding a certificate of 
non-conformance may erect the same signs 
as that business could if it were located in a 
business or industrial district. 

Business Districts 

Not more than one exterior sign for any 
business is allowed. There is a provision for a 
secondary sign for stores having an entrance 
in a wall other than the store front. The size of 
the secondary sign shall not exceed 5tt percent 
of the maximum permissible size of the sign 
on the storefront 

Also permitted is one directory sign of 


costs will probably become part of the 
mortgage agreement and perhaps be a 
liability in selling a property.

A preliminary flood prone zone map is in 
Ihe hands of town officials According to town 
engineer. John Ciarcia, the present 
designated zone has 253 single and multiple 
residences, and public and industrial 
buildings

Giarrizzo explained, federal personnel will 
, ome to Winchester, study the area and draw 
up a new map designating the flood prone 

zone. 

Giarrizzo said such a study by the town 
would cost $30,000. 

After such a zone is established, public 
hearings will be held and those who want to 
challenge being in or out of the zone may do 
so. Citizens will have HO days to appeal. 

Ciarcia surmizes that when the study is

Other Budgets 

In other action last Thursday, the town 
meeting took from the table a number of 
budgets it had delayed at earlier meetings 
and approved them. 

One was $18,450 for selectmen's rentals 
including money repair of the selectmen- 
eontrolled houses and other property. 

,v police budget of $693,757 was approved 
$2(1,000 is a transfer ol money from parking 
meter revenues and $115,000 in federal 
revenue sharing. 

A surprising protracted brouhaha 
developed over the usually routine civil 
defense budget, finally approved 63 to 62. 
Involved was about $8,000. 

The town meeting overturned a Finance 
Committee move lo reduce the budget. 
Finance opposed money to reactivate an 
emergency siren system. 

A budget of $2,071 was approved for the 
sealer of weights and measures and $13,069 
for veterans benefits. 

The meeting rejected a Finance motion to 
raise $200,000 through taxes for reserves in 
case of emergency. 

Instead, the committee adopted an 
amendment offered by TMM Michael D. 
Saraco to raise only $130,000. 

The attitude of the meeting generally was 
that if the money is raised then it will be 
spent. Finance Chairman Barbara S. Hankins 
said the board is prohibited from spending 
emergency money on any item voted down by 
the town meeting 

She also denied the money was in one 
instance used for a salary increase and said 
the large reserve fund is to cover increases in 
ttie cost ol energy and costs of snow and ice 
removal. The Board of Selectmen opposed the 
amendment to reduce. 

In the end the meeting agreed with Saraco 
that (tie town can get along without such a 
large reserve. 


meeting should consider eight sections of 
article 25 concerning zoning on Swanton 
street separately. 

In Monday night’s session, town meeting 
disposed of the first two paragraphs of the 
article calling for changing two areas 
abutting Cedar street from general business 
to general residence districts. 

One standing vote was 119 for, 6 against; 
the other 121 for, 4 against. 

When town meeting reconvenes tonight, 
discussion of this article will continue.

Fire Chief I. Francis Amico was 
hospitalized Tuesday from smoke inhalation 
after a kitchen fire at 37 Wildwood st. 

The fire was caused by a plastic pie or 
cake container which became ignited on a gas 
stove. 

When firefighters, with three engines, . 
ladder, rescue truck and fire alarm car, 
arrived after the call at 3:56 th£y found heavy 
smoke and soot in the kitchen. 

Three ejecters were used to clear away the 
smoke. According to personnel of the Fire 
Department, the smell from the plastic 
container “was dreadful.” 

When the chief and other firefighters 
returned to the station they complained of 
nausea. 

The chief sat holding his stomach and 
finally collapsed. He was taken to Winchester 
Hospital. 

On Wednesday morning he was reported to 
tie doing fine with prospecis of being released 
later in the day. 

Firefighters responded to another kitchen 
fire on Tuesday at 4:51 at 92 Forest st. By the 
time firefighters arrived the fire had been 
extinguished. 

In this case the fire started when a pan of 
French fries on the kitchen stove ignited. 

On Saturday there was a fire at 42 Thorn- 
berry rd. with members of the Jack A. Wilson 
Family suffering burns or smoke inhalation. 

According to a spokesperson in the Fire 
Department, this fire started m a rear 
bedroom. Probable cause was a lighted 
candle which ignited a pillow. This was 
carried into the bathroom by Scott Wilson 
who was later treated at Winchester Hospital 
for a burned right foot and right hand. 

The elder Wilson was treated for burns and 
Mrs. Wilson suffered smoke inhalation. 

The rash of brush fires in Winchester in 
recent weeks has subsided since the ex¬ 
perience of rain, said Fire Department 
personnel.

The community use of the gym program is 
completing its second year. Francis J. Lane, 
director of the gym, says the gym will remain 
open through August for the benefit of those 
who requested it. 

“This will be a good opportunity for the 
town's many basketball players to keep their 
touch without battling mosquitoes and for 
next year’s high school sports candidates to 
set up individual weight training programs. 

“Also, those who have been discouraged 
by the capacity crowds using the gym can 
now avoid this situation,” said Lane. 

The gym director reports some of the 
participants' comments: “This is a great way 
to use the town’s tax money;” “It's great that 
the adults who paid for the gym can now use it 
themselves;” “Pve gotten in shape for the 
first time in in years;” “If we only had in¬ 
cluded a swimming pool, this set-up would be 
perfect for families" and “I wouldn’t miss 
any of the adult gym nights."

Cardiologist Who Ran Marathon Jogs To Keep Fit 


Energy reserves, he says, are important in 
case of illness when sudden stress makes the 
heart work harder. Likelihood of heart failure 
is decreased. 

The idea of increasing oxygen through 
prolonged activity comes from Dr. K.H. 
Cooper in his book “The New Aerobics" 
where minimum weekly goals are recom¬ 
mended. 

For example, 30 points can be obtained by 
doing the following every week: 

—Walking three miles under 43 minutes 
five times (15 miles total). 


as for other reasons) Oehm ran seven to to 
miles a day. In previous years he has run 20 
miles a day. He runs 10 miles in about 75 
minutes. 

“That’s a comfortable pace.” 

During the spring, summer and fall he 
tries to run five to seven times weekly. That's 
cut back in the winter because the doctor runs 
in the afternoon when he gets home and often 
there’s not enough light left in the winter. 

For the record, he usually runs Tuesday, 
Thursday, Saturday and Sunday evenings. 

About three years ago Dr. Oehm joined 
American Medical Joggers Association of 
North Hollywood, Calif a group of physicians 
nationwide who helieVc in jogging their way 
to health as well as running as a way to 
promote health in others. 

A group of physicians from the association 
gathered in Boston last week, here for the 
marathon, and heard Sir Roger Bannister 
speak. 

Bannister is the Englishman who first 
broke the four-minute mile. Another guest 
speaker was Dr Terry Kavanagh. who 
brought eight people down from Montreal 
who had suffered heart attacks. 

Through running, Kavanagh built the eight 
persons up to a point where they could run the 
marathon. All finished. Usually after a person 
has had a heart attack, says Oehm, he gets 
depressed, feeling he is not as useful in life. 
As a result he does not do as well in his job and 
his family life suffers. The men under Dr. 
Kavanagh’s care improved markedly 
through jogging 

Oehm warns those who might be about to 
begin a jogging program that if they are over 
35 they should have a thorough checkup. 


For elderly persons he recommends 
walking rather than running. Walking can be 
"of tremendous benfit” to the elderly and 
others. 

For younger people who may not like 
jogging, there are similar aerobic activities 
such as cycling and swimming. "These are 
very, very good.” Still others are cross 
country skiing and ski touring. 

The emphasis on all these activities is 
prolonged exercise rather than short hursts 
to raise the heart beat and increase breathing 
without getting into any sudden strain. 

Dr. Oehm believes “the evidence is very 
good that exercise prolongs life." He men¬ 
tions the studies of Dr. Alexander Leaf of 
Winchester, who visited the Caucasus 
Mountains in southern Russia, the Andes 
Mountains of Ecuador and the llunza area in 
Kashmir and found many individuals more 
than too years of age leading healthy useful 
lives. 

These individuals worked every day and. 
living in mountaneous terrain, were subject 
to considerable physical exertion. 

Dr. Oehm and others believe that it is the 
physical activity factor, rather than heredity, 
sense of usefulness, freedom from pollution, 
diet and other reasons, which cause the 
people of these three areas to live such long 
healthy lives. 

"Their cardiovascular fitness is hotter 
than most of ours at 30," Oehm says. 

He mentions two other studies: 

1 1 . The Irish study, which compared Irish 
living in Boston with those living in Ireland 
and found those in Ireland living longer and

If you want to work harder, concentrate 
better, be more resistant to illness and even to 
live longer then aerobic exercises may be for 
you. 

Aerobics are described as exercises of 
sufficient intensity and duration to 
significantly increase the demand for oxygen 
by the body, leading to increased lung and 
heart activity. 

Winchester cardiologist Rudolph Oehm of 
51 Fells rd. says such activities as jogging, 
swimming, walking and bicycling increase 
the demand for oxygen and ultimately the 
heart works less. 

The heart pumps more each time but 
pumps less often. The pulse rate of an in¬ 
dividual who exercises over a long period 
might go down from 80 to 60, meaning the 
pulse is beating less frequently. 

The result of regular practice of such 
activity is a general feeling of well being. Dr. 
Oehm says a person will think more clearly, 
have better muscle tone, improved strength 
and energy reserves.

Alice Quessy was a prime candidate for 
figure skating. 

Although she was relatively old when she 
began skating, 12 years of age. she had been 
dancing and doing acrobatics since she was 
three and a half years old. 

"It taught me a good deal about coor¬ 
dination, grace and poise," commented Miss 
Quessy, who teaches at the USA rink in 
Winchester. 

By the time she was 17 years old she was a 
gold medalist. “This is the highest 
achievement in figure skating on a com¬ 
petitive level," explains the Arlington-raised 
skater. 

In order to become a competitive skater 
one must pass eight basic levels or shcool 
figure tests, as they are known. 

A skater falls into a certain category 
depending upon the number of tests he or she 
passed. 

A preliminary test is given to kin¬ 
dergarten-age children, instructing them in 
basic skills, stops, how to rise after falling, 
balancing and waltz turns. 

Each of the eight tests entails figure 
eights, threes, loops and brackets executed on 
various edges. (The outside edge is the skate 
blade on the outside of the foot, the inside 
edge is that closest to the inside of the foot.) 

The first test may contain forward, outside 
eights and turns. The second includes ser¬ 
pentines. (changing from one edge to the 
other). The third entails more intricate 
serpentines and loops. 

The seventh and eighth tests require 
skater to do jumps, spins, and use the toe 
picks. 

As far as Miss Quessy is concerned the 
school test figures are of great importance. 
“It’s important to concentrate on school test 
figures. Then free style comes automatically 
because you are steady." 

In Miss Quessy's estimation she has at¬ 
tained the best of both worlds. "1 loved 
dancing and I loved skating, but I felt skating 
would be my life. Once on the ice you couldn’t 
get me off. I could utilize dancing as well 
because figure skating is like dancing." 

Considering herself a "professional in¬ 
terpretive figure skater," she has portrayed 
character roles including Madame Butterfly, 
the wicked witch in Snow White and 
Cleopatra. 

Miss Quessy was asked by owners of Ice 
Follies and Ice Capades to audition during 


high school. 

She chose not to, desiring to pursue 
professional skating. According to skating 
world mandate,: he would not be allowed lo 
compete on an amateur level once engaged in 
professional work. 

Miss Quessy trained at the Commonwealth 
Figure Skating Club, Boston, with Edi 
Scholdan, at the BostonSkating Club with 
Willie Frick and Maribcl Vinson-Owen of- 
winchestcr. and with GUs Lucci in 
Philadelphia. 

She admits her childhood was totally 
monopolized with skating, music, ballot and 
dramatics lessons. 

She was engaged with the lee Follies in 
1949 as a featured performer until 1953, when 
she worked al the Roxic Theatre in New York 
as a figure skater 

It was there that she broke her nnkle 
during a performance "They carried me off 
P " ■ cry dr:in tic and all that," Miss 

Quessy reminisced. 

The glamour ended when she was in¬ 
formed by a doctor that site would never skate 
professionally again 

She redirected her talents and began 
teaching at North Shore Sports Arena. 

From there she traveled to Grossinger's 
Resort Hotel, in the Catskills, where site 
•aught guests including Tony Bennett, Frank 
Sinatra and Debbie Reynolds to skate.•"It 
was a challenge to them and to me," she 
commented. 

It was just after helping Carol lleiss. 1950s 
world Olympic champion, that Miss Quessy 
realized she had executed jumps and spins for 
pupils, and was not immobilizes after all 

In 1958 she got back into action by working 
with tank show, small portable ice surfaces, 
al Sheraton and Hilton Hotels. 

Two years later, after doing time with the 
Ice Capades, Miss Quessy was hired by 
Holiday on Ice for a cultural exchange with 
Hie Moiyesev Ballet. 

For in weeks she worked in Moscow op¬ 
posite Dick Buttons. 

H was with Holiday on Ice that "my 
background training in various arts came 
forward," explained Miss Quessy. 

Her shows included baton twirling, tap 
dancing, playing piano, drums and castanets. 

"I enjoyed it more because it was a 
challenge. I have skated professionally longer 


ns a star performer than others because I 
always had a little hag of tricks. The audience 
didn’t tire because it was the same technique 
year after year. It was always something 
new. " 

"Being a professional didn’t mean I was 
through training. There was always younger 
talent coming up; you had to work harder." 

After 21 years of performing, Miss Quessy 
says, "I've had enough." 

Her years on the road combined per¬ 
forming, instructing, coaching, dance con¬ 
sulting and public relations 

She performed for Presidents Kennedy, 
Truman and Eisenhoer, the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor, Khrushchev and King 
George and Queen Elizabeth of England. 

"I've had a wonderful romance with 
skating," she said. 



Miss Quessy was latight, as are all skating 
performers, that when one falls one rises and 
continues. "Most audiences are sympathetic. 
They have great compassion for a per 
former." 

Mis Quessy described her career as 
“stimulating and exciting. It enabled me to 
travel the entire world. I made marvelous 
friends and enriched my life." 

"There's nothing wrong with being a 
housewife, hut it's not for me." 

She has managed to combine a marriage 
and career. 

Miss Quessy met her husband, Joe LeMac, 
then a production supervisor and stage 
manager, through Holiday On Ice. She was 
born in Medford 

Now a professor in the theatre and drama 
department of the University of Southern 
Florida, he lives with their 16-year old son 
Ronald. 

Alice Quessy says she hopes to purchase a 
home in Winchester where her husband and 
son will join her 

Until then she will he leaching all skating 
levels al the USA skating rink, Conant Road 

She practices about one hour every other 
day. "In teaching you must demonstrate to 
some degree. You must take care of your own 
skating or fail as a good instructress.”

One of those from out of town was a Boston 
radio talk show host, Avi Nelson, who was 
invited by Mrs. Papas to make a speech 

Also in attendance was Janet Palmariello 
of West Roxbury, who has been conducting a 
crusade against the location of a new high 
school in her area of the city. 

The Winchester demonstrations actually 
bad their beginning in South Boston, where 
the Roar people met in the early afternoon to 
rally and hear singing by the Clancy 
Brothers 

Most of the protesters came to Winchester 
via Rte. 128 in a caravan with honking horns, 
waving signs and banners. They met other 
anli busing groups at the Sons of Italy hall on 
Swanton street. 

One observer described the rally as 
"frightening I was convinced I was seeing 
the spread of a movement that is based on a 
loose interpretation of rights." 

The meeting was presided over by Stanley 
J. Ilewis, the head of the Winchester anti- 
Metco group who call themselves Crew. 

Among the many flags flying during the 
rally at the Sons hall were the Papal flag, the 
American flag and Roar flags 

Some of the signs either held by par¬ 
ticipants or hanging on the walls were: "Hyde 
Park welcomes Winchester to Roar,” "No, 

no, 1 won’t go,.Die God who gave us life 

also gave us liberty at the same lime,” "A 
friend is someone who leaves your freedom 
intact” and "We need pullers al the oars and 
not passengers in the boat,” 

Some of the chants were "Garrity’ll get 
you next, you’ll be next, you’ll he next and " 
“Here we go, Avi, here we go." 

One of the speakers, Agnes Smith of 
I lorchester, said she believed in censorship of 
textbooks "so our children's minds won't be 
taken over by the government." 

Nelson, an unsuccessful Boston 
congressional candidate, said he is urging 
formation of a suburban coalition to defeat 
the racial imbalance law. 

Clara M. Hewis, a Winchester town 
meeting member and brother of Crew 
chairman Stanley Hewis, asked for the 
group’s support "because Winchester r. in the 
courts." 

Miss Hewis said Winchester is able to take 
action other communities are not able to take 
because Winchester "has recall in its char¬ 
ter.” 

Nelson also touched on that theme, calling 
Winchester "very clever" for including a 
recall provision in its charter. “Perhaps 
something like this should he applied to the 
federal judiciary," said the sometime con¬ 
servative politican. 

He also told the group to expect their 
suburban newspapers to oppose their efforts, 
lie said if forced busing succeeds in Boston 
"it will spread to the suburbs because the 
social engineers are never satisfied " 

At the conclusion of the rally Clara Hewis 
passed an empty coffee can for participants 
to make donations to pay for Crew's legal 
fees 

School Committee person Richard Pharo 
received a petition signed by 17 of his neigh¬ 
bors objecting "vigorously to demon¬ 
strations” such as Sunday’s. 

"The people who congregated in front of 
tiie Pharo’s house carried signs indicating 
their opposition to 'forced busing.' 

“When one of these people was asked 
directly: 'Are you here to harass Mr. Pharo?’ 
the answer was 'Yes.' Abusive and threat- 
nening signs were left on the Pharo’s door¬ 
step." the petition reads. 

“The undersigned members of the Win¬ 
chester community are both supporters and 
opponents of Metco, but all support Mr. 
Pharo’s or any other School Committee 
member's legal and constitutional right to 
vote as his conscience dictates on this or any 
other issue without fear or threats of 
harassment from within or outside of Win 
Chester "

Youth Arrested 
On Rape Charge 

A 16-year-old Woburn youth has been 
arraigned on a rape charge in connection with 
an April 20 incident in Winchester at Lynch 
Junior High School. 

The youth, whose name was not released 
because he is a juvenile, was also charged 
with malicious damage to school property, 
larceny and breaking and entering with intent 
to commit a felony (larceny). 

He was arraigned at Woburn District 
Court Monday morning and pleaded innocent. 
His case is scheduled for trial May 5. 

The arrest climaxed a week's in¬ 
vestigation by Sgt. Roland Roy of the Win¬ 
chester department. The youth was arrested 
this past Sunday at Lynch JUS, the same 
place where the original crime is alleged to 
have me. n The youth is accused of 
breaking into the school building on a Sunday 
afternoon and committing sexual offenses on 
a 13-year-old Winchester girl. Though there 
was no actual rape, according to the police, 
the violation is considered technical rape 
under the law. 

The police said the Woburn youth was 
identified by his victim. 

In other recent court cases, two men have 
been sentenced to drug centers in connection 
with separate house breaks in Winchester. 

Daniel Bourdreau, arrested a month ago 
and charged with 12 breaks at the Parkview 
Apartments, was given an indefinite term at 
the Massachusetts Correctional Insitution at 
Concord. He appealed and is being held in lieu 
of $10,009 bail. 

He was to have been placed in the Concord 
drug rehabilitation center. 

William Goldstein , 28, of Newton, arrested 
April 18 for a house break on Forest street, 
was sentenced to prison for an evaluation of 
an alleged drug problem. 

The police said there is an arrest warrant 
outstanding for a companion of Goldstein. 

The Winchester police, meanwhile, have 
issued an appeal to residents to be on the alert 
for possible housebreakers. "They appear to 
be tiie same group,” said Lt. William 
Haggerty. 

Lexington has also had a large number of 
housebreaks, the lieutenant said. He said 
people should keep on an eye on their neigh¬ 
bor's home and report any suspicious ac¬ 
tivity, such as strangers in the area or cars 
and take plate numbers of cars and give them 
to the police. 

Watch for people walking around neigh¬ 
borhoods, said Haggerty. He said there has 
been an estimated $70, boo to $80,000 loss of 
property in Winchester at a minimum since 
the first of the year as a result of 
housebreaks. 

He advises leaving a light on at night or a 
radio in the day when a house is vacant. 

The breaks have been occurring at all 
hours of the day and night. The 
housebreakers are experience thieves, said 
Lt. Haggerty. "They know what they want."

Committee Signs Metco Contract 



"All the i’s have been dotted and all the t's 
are crossed,” said Supt. of Schools William C. 
MacDonald as he asked the School Committee 
for final approval of a contract with Metco 
and a program of implementation involving 
45 black children in the Winchester school 
system next fall. 

All of the School Committee members 
except Mary Pronski gave their approval 

MacDonald will now send the contract and 
education plan to the state Department of 
Education. Deadline for sending the material 
to the state is May 16, he said 

Before the vote, Mrs. Pronski said she has 
“serious reservations about sending Metco 
children to the Washington School because of 
results of the referendum.” 

She said she could not vote for Metco 
"when it is clearly demonstrated by this 
community that they are not in favor of the 
program." 

Mrs. Pronski said, "There are too many 
unanswered questions.” She asked her 
associates to wait for the results of the school 
attitude survey. 

She said the state senate has voted to in¬ 
clude white children in the Metco program 


Hospital Appoints New Controller 


Richard P. Dembowski was recently 
appointed controller of Winchester Hospital. 

Dembowski was graduated from Nor¬ 
theastern University in 1964 with a bachelor 
of science degree in business administration.

School Committee member-elect John 
Noble said he would have reservations about 
a contract "that has too little information 
outlined." After saying. "I'd be damned if I 
would sign it (the contract)," he asked why 
there was no provision for a reading specialist 
in the Metco proposal. 

MacDonald said the reading specialist was 
eliminated in an attempt to keep “charges to 
the town down and have costs all be on the 
state " 

The final contract includes necessities and 
no extras, MacDonald said, noting if the 
estimates for transportation ($42,000) and 
fringe benefits ($9,000) are too high, the state 
Dept of Education has assured him the 
money can be "cranked back in" and used for 
a rending specialist. 

lie said contracted prices are difficult to 
estimate and "we feel estimates are on the 
high side " 

Vincent Galvin, attorney for Citizens for 
Responsible Education in Winchester (Crew), 
offered information to the committee which 
lie said he learned about that day (Tuesday >. 
He said Metco had not paid federal or state 
taxes for three years. 

Committee member Robert Frank said 
Metco is a charitable organization and 
refuted Galvin's statement that the town 
could be responsible to pay Metco's taxes if 
they did not 

Mrs. Pronski reported she has evidence 
that Metco did pay taxes in the years 1971! and 
1974. This was included in financial in¬ 
formation she sought out and received in her 
investigation of the Metco proposal. 

Jr. High English 

Richard Sullivan, director of English for 
Winchester schools, and Ted Benton, junior 
high instructional representative for English 
studies, presented an overview of the junior 
high English curriculum. 

Sullivan emphasized the need to stop 
looking at junior high as a "little high school" 
because the students are not high school 
students. 

He said he would prefer to call junior high 
a "transitional or bridge school" because 
students are going through a social, 
psychological and emotional transition period 
between elementary school and high school. 

Benton pointed to specific areas of focus in 
the English program for transitional 
students. These include scope and sequence 
charts, literature, language and grammar, 
and reading. 

The School Committee will study the 
junior high English studies proposal and 
accept or reject it at a future session. 

Recreation 

Members of the Recreation Committee 
met with the School Committee Tuesday night 
in an effort to coordinate programs which 


could reduce costs to the town. 

The Recreation Committee would like to 
use creative and industrial arts facilities at 
the high school in a program similar to the 
"community use of schools program” which 
has residents using the high school gym 
during off-school periods. 

The sense of the meeting, as School 
Committee Catherine R. Fallon pointed out, 
was that the concept or “maximum com¬ 
munity use of schools" is good. 

School Committee chairman Stephen R. 
Parkhurst raised the question of money for 
qualified (certified) instructors who will 
assume responsibility for equipment. 

Tully said this would not be a problem 
because Recreation could pay for an in¬ 
structor by dropping one of its other 
programs which is not well-attended. 

Supt. MacDonald said he "would encourage" 
Recreation to bring forth a plan but he would 
like to point out "a Jew pitfalls” at the onset of 
such planning. 

Recreation chairman Ken Tully accepted 
MacDonald's invitation to meet with him on 
the matter at a later date. 

Adult Education 

The Winchester School Committee voted to 
cut the adult education program, which costs 
$10,090, from the school budget. 

This action follows a cut of $10,000 from the 
budget by town meeting where it was 
suggested higher tuition fees be charged to 
pa rtieipants. 

The School Committee is taking this 
suggestion and will charge higher tuition to 
adult education participants. 

Because revenues will go directly to the 
town rather than the School Department, the 
committee will ask the Finance Committee 
for money from the Reserve Fund for their 
education budget 

Mini Courses 

Mary Pronski voiced displeasure on 
hearing this week about mini courses being 
taught iit the Wyman School, 

MacDonald explained these are enrich¬ 
ment programs and field trips planned by 
elementary school principals and parent 
organizations similar to those which have 
been ongoing at several other schools for 
more than a year 

The enrichment program mini courses will 
lie on the School Committee's next meeting 
agenda.

The Origin Of 
Yankee Doodle’ 

During the French and Indian War a 
number of Winchester men fought with 
Britrish troups, mainly in General Aber¬ 
crombie’s campaign for the capture of 
Montreal. 

One of these men was Able Richardson In 
Chapman's "History of Winchester” the 
author notes Richardson's presence at the 
birth of the oldest of American patriotic 
tunes. 

"Abel Richardson was a member of 
Colonel Nicholl’s Massachusetts regiment, 
which marched in 1758 to support the British 
regulars in Abercrombie's campaign against 
Fort Ticonderoga. then in the possession of 
the French 

"The unmilitary appearance of the 
colonial troops on this occasion was a source 
of much merriment to the British officers at 
Albany. 

"It would have relaxed the gravity of an 
anchorite,' wrote one observer, 'to have seen 
the descendants of the Puritans marching 
through our streets ..some with short coats, 
some with long, some with no coats at all. in 
colors as varied as the rainbow; some with 
their hair cropped like Cromwell's soldiers, 
others wearing wigs whose curls 
flowed about their shoulders. Their march, 
their accoutrements...furnished great 
amusement to the wits of the British army." 

“One of those wits was a medical officer 
named Shackburg He composed a set of 
doggerel verses, set to a lively air, the origin 
of which is obscure. 

“Dr. Shackburg called his production 
Yankee Doodle.' He is said to have gravely 
recommended the tune to the principals as a 
‘celebrated martial air,' and he and his witty 
friends were beyond measure delighted with 
the militiamen fell for the joke and began 
diligently to perform 'Yankee Doodle' upon 
their fifes and drums." “Doodle," unbeknown 
to the colonists, meant someone a bit daft 
"Macaroni” was a term used for a knot of 
hair 

"The joke was turned against its authors 
not much more than twenty years later, when 
Cornwallis surrendered his troops at 
Yorktown to the merry music of Captain 
Shackburg's satirical song. 

"It is something to remember—is it not— 
that a Winchester man was present at the 
birth of the oldest of American patriotic 
tunes, though whether he wore a long coat or 
a short one, and whether his hair was cropped 
or hidden beneath a wig we do not know."

A new location and an expanded time 
frame are two of the many key changes which 
have been made in planning for Winchester’s 
second annual Town Day—June 7 and 8 
This year’s celebration will begin on 
Saturday evening, June 7, with a square 
dance, old-fashioned sing-a-long and a varied 
program of live performances by talented 
Winchester musicians and vocalists. 

For this event the area behind the Town 
Hall and the library will be transformed from 
asphalt and grass to a dancing area, a 
refreshment center and an entertainment 
alcove.

Sunday’s activities have also shifted to the 
Mill Pond area, and will encompass the Town 
Hall parking lot and library grass area, walk¬ 
ways around Mill Pond, the Main street 
bridge, Thompson place and the Converse 
Building parking area.

He feels the town must streamline the 
budget process, which has become a year¬ 
long job The police chief said a town 
manager could do much of the work 
associated with budgets 

Department heads, he added, now meet 
with committees and sub committees of the 
Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen 
and “go over the same ground." 

lie said he attends 35 to 40 such meetings 


The Board of Selectmen’s town manager 
search committee recently heard the police 
and fire ehiefs urge the hiring of a town 
manager who will expedite communications 
at Town Hall. 

Police Chief Edward F Bowler strongly 
appealed to the search committee to 
recommend appointment of a manager who 
will streamline the budgetary process, 
eliminate the need for endless memoranda 
and hasten the decision-making process. 

Fire Chief I Francis Amieo commented: 
“A town manager is a long time coming. 

(Now) you just can’t get on the phone and get 
an answer. 

“A member of the board (of selectmen) 
might be in Texas or Arabia." 

Though the fire chief said such a situation 
adds to the responsibility of department 
heads, to which lie doesn’t object, such a 
system doesn't benefit the “business of the 
I own." 

The five members of the seven-member 
search committee expressed great pleasure 
with the comments of Howler and Amico. The 
other two were absent. 

Chairman John G MeKIwee said the 
remarks of tin' two chiefs will help the search 
committee 

Bowler indicated he could get along with a 
town manager as long a the manager sup 
ports department heads “Between civil 
service and the union; you don’t have too 
much authority," said the chief 

He urged hiring ot a town manager who 
will find department heads from within the 
system "It’s good for morale . The 
manager should try to run his office on 
merit." 

Bowler was strongest in his remarks when 
talking about Town Hall communication 
more precisely, lack of Town Hall com 
munication "Everyone is aware of a lack of 
communication in town government. The 
manager has got to communicate with 
department heads " 

But the police chief warned against getting 
someone who is going to he meeting oriented 
Meetings should only be held when 
warranted, he said 

Another problem a manager should be 
equipped to deal with said Chief Bowler, is 
the budget Most budget communication is 
now done in writing he said 

"It's very lime consumming and it doesn’t 
serve much of a purpose The police chief 
said paper work has "increased tremen¬ 
dously in the last few years" because of the 
decentralized government 


on budget preparation a year, so many 
necessary "due to lapses of time " 

Police Chief Bowler said: “If I were 
selecting a manager I would want to know 
what his ideas are on the charter as now- 
constituted. or if he has other ideas." 

For instance, the chief would want to know 
a potential manager’s stance on combining 
the fire and police departments, a move he 
opposes because it “dilutes authority below 
and above it weakens the executive of the 
department" as well as adding another 
salary 

Search committee member Paul F Amico 
asked Chief Bowler how a manager might 
affect his department. The chief said he needs 
someone to work with on a daily basis 
"rather than weekly or monthly.” 

Bowler said many of the problems that 
now come up which could be settled in five 
minutes through a phone call must now wait a 
week or two 

A town manager, Bowler hopes, will 
eliminate “till that memoranda." 

lie said in response to a question that the 
town manager should be present during 
Finance Committee discussions with 
department heads to eliminate a department 
head from repeating the same material 
Much of the same tenor was struck by Fire 
Chief Amico, who was also critical of Ike 
budgetary process for failing to be more 
responsive io department heads 

Amico said he has never had a budget 
meeting with the selectmen as a group this 
year "That's wrong." He said that after 
deletions were made to his budget he never 
had the chance to defend it 

“If you can't meet with the people you 
can’t solve the problems. .. You go to town 
meeting and you just sit there... I got a 
Finance Committee that never comes near 
my station to find out what’s going on and 
they make decisions on my budget." 

Chief Amico said lie didn't blame Finance. 
"They don’t have time.” A full-time, on the

Over 200 Books 
Returned During 
Amnesty Week 


The main objective of Winchester Public 
Library’s amnesty week, extended to May 1, 
was to get back books removed from the 
library without being charged out.

Neighbors Alert Police , Suspect 
(Shot) Captured For Housebreak

lodge Questions Affidavits, 
Thinks Frank’s Recall Illegal 


Alert neighbors arc credited with last 
Thursday’s capture of a man who has been 
charged with breaking into a house on 
I.awrence street. 

David Hall, 29. of Brighton was shot in the 
leg by Officer William O’Neil and is now 
under police guard at Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

Police Chief Edward Bowler points to the 
capture of the alleged housebreaker as a 
valuable lesson for the town in how the 
growing number of bouse breaks can be put to 
a stop 

Persons living next to the scene of the 
housebreak at 12 Lawrence st. called police 
simultaneously. One reported seeing a 
suspicious vehicle in the vicinity. The second 
had heard glass breaking. 

At 10:20 p.m. police arrived and spotted a 
man coming out of the second floor window of 
12 Lawrence street. They chased him through 
yards and over fences, in the direction of 
Cabot street 

Officer O'Neil said he shot at the suspect in 
pursuit and he was found a few minutes later 
hiding in some bushes. He is alleged to have 
escaped from the Billerica House of 
Correction March 25. 

The police said besides his gun shot wound 
he is under treatment for collapsed veins, 
allegedly caused by heavy heroin use. 

Safety officer John McKinley said because 
the number on the house of the robbery victim 
was illuminated and easy to read police were 
able to find the house readily. 

Also, because neighbors in a crime 
prevention attitude have been keeping yard 
floodlights on recently, police were able to 
Keep track of the suspect as he escaped 
through a second story window fleeing 
through backyards and over fences toward 
Cabot street. 

The police chief said the suspect was 
carrying a flashlight in one hand and a metal 
object in the other found in one of the nearby 
yards Also found were jewelry and other 
articles reportedly dropped by the suspect. A 
toy gun was also found. 

Bowler called it a coincidence that just 
recently a couple living on Lawrence street 
talked with Officer McKinley about increased 


housebreaks in the town and later distributed 
Neighborhood Watch literature giving tips to 
keep burglars away and to get police on the 
scene quickly in case of burglary. 

The couple, Joan and Bill Bird or H 
Lawrence st., in effect instituted the Neigh 
borhood Alert System in the Lawrence street 
area not realizing they would be using such 
knowledge a short time later (See their letter 
to the editor In this week’s Star.) 

Bowler said the burglary suspect after 
being captured indicated astonishment at 
being caught. The suspect could not believe 
what had happened, Bowler said 

He went on to describe Winchester as a 
"dream world for burglars" because ol 
general apathy and because people spend 
much time away from home. 

Bowler said many people are seeking 
entertainment and traveling to distant points 
such as Europe. To many, he said, going 
places is more important than their homes 
and their children. 

The chief said ski and beach weekends, 
which inhibit home life, make Winchester a 
place for "gainful occupation by burglars." 

McKinley told The Star many people 
hesitate to call police abnul suspicious ac 
livity because they don’t want to get involved 
or pester officers. 

The police chief said, “We need the 
assistance of the public." He said in most 
cases a suspicious person in a neighbor’s yard 
may be a family member but "it could be a 
thief." 

lie said with more than 0,000 residences 
and public buildings "our ranks are spread 
pretty thin. Without the assistance of the 
public we are handicapped " 

(’alls from the public helped police ap 
prehend two Medford men who were stripping 
cars on Emerson road at 3:20 a.m. Monday 
night. 

And over the weekend a neighbor's call lo 
police helped bring about the apprehension of 
some youths in a vacant house on Ridge street 
who were drinking and committing van¬ 
dalism. 

The chief and McKinley described another 
instance where a motor vehicle operator 
witnessed an intruder leaving a house on 


operator's alertness and note of a car license 
number led to the apprehension of another 
robber. 

Bowler would like to see an attitude of 
indifference in Winchester change to one of 
people not being afraid to get involved 

Instead of the whole family going to (he 
mall to shop, have someone stay home or call l 
a neighbor to watch the house while the 
family is away." the chief said 

Know ing one's neighbors is a key point to 
the Neighborhood Watch program. By 
knowing neighbors, those who do not belong in 
a neighborhood are more readily noticed, said 
i lie police officers 

Suspicious persons and car license 
numbers should be recorded and given to the 
police Sometimes the most insignificant 
information can be an important clue, Bowler 
said 

Burn a light at night, don't leave a garage 
door open during the day while away, and be 
sure mail does not pile up in the letterbox. 
These are some of the tips given to resident in 
the Neighborhood Watch program. 

At present, according to Bowler and police 
journal reports in recent weeks, burglars are 
looking for silverware and silver articles 
Someone must be melting the silver for a 
ready market, said the chief 

Next on active burglars' list are 
televisions, stereo equipment and cameras 

McKinley advises residents to mark their 
personal belongings by using one ot sevoial 
engraving sets w hich may be borrowed from 
police 

McKinley said the engraving program was 
started in Monterey. Calif., back in 1966. In 
I97ti Winchester began the program, which 
McKinley feels is a robbery deterrent. 

Very few engraved articles have been 
stolen in tow n since the program started, said 
McKinley Thieves are not interested in 
i* mg to sell articles w ith an owner's name 
engraved on it. said McKinley 

If an engraved article is stolen, it has a 
better chance of being returned to the owner, 
lie said recalling that a resident's engraved

Town Hired 
Private Sweepers 

Town Street sweepers picked up six times 
more sand operating at night than they did for 
the same number of hours during the day, 
Highway Supt Robert G O'Brien said this 
week 

But the town workers object to the practice 
ol (VBrien using private sweepers as opposed 
in town equipment and maintain the private 
sweepers left the streets so dirty they had to 
go over them the next day. 

In past years, according to O'Brien, 200 
tons of sand has been collected from the 
streets in the spring. But because the town 
has ceased using salt (for the most part), 
2,000 Ions were collected this year 

The Highway Department superintendent 
explained that one of his three sweepers is out 
broken and the town meeting this year turned 
him down in bis request for purchase of 
another. 

So he had intended getting a private 
contractor lo sweep the streets—using 
sweepers at 40 hours each of two weeks. 

But because sweepers are very busy this 
time of year he could only get the sweepers at 
night So he put them on for 16 hours a day for 
one week, which mean they had to go at night. 

Because of the heavy sand this year the 
town's two working sweepers were only able 
to complete four of the 23 routes in the 
previous six weeks 

With the two hired sweepers, O’Brien said, 
Hi of the 22 routes were completed in one 
week. "They accomplished an awful lot." 

D’ Brien says the work had to be done in 
time for Memorial Day, when workers start 
painting lines in the sireet 

lie favors night sweeping, he said, because 
there's no traffic at night and the night haul 
averages six limes more than during the 
same number of hours during the day. 

The condition of the private sweepers 
versus the town’s antiquated sweepers also 
contributed, he said. 

"Unless the board (of selectmen) or the 
town meeting sees fit to give me a sweeper 
next year. I may only have one left," O'Brien 
said 

lie said his department has spent $5,600 
over the last Hi months in repairs on the 
town's "newest" sweeper. 

lie said the private sweeping operation 
cost lest than $5,000 The private sweepers 
worked from Monday to Friday for a total of 
less than 72 hours, O'Brien said 

Gardiner A. Morgan, who is the agent 
representing the town workers, said the men 
object to the work going to a private con¬ 
tractor when town workers could have been 
receiving the work 

lie said a town worker (Asst. Supt. 
Edward Murphy) was used to supervised the 
private sweepers 

"We're concerned because it is taking 
work away from the labor force and it 
wouldn't cost us $2H an hour (cost of one 
sweeperi," said Morgan. 

Morgan, as well as town employees, want 
it to be known that town employees were not 
-weepiong tin- streets at night and causing 
noise. 

The Highway Department has had com¬ 
plaints of muse from the sweepers working at 
night

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Petitioners Seek Clean-Up 
Of Unofficial Dump Site 
In The Middlesex Fells 






MDC Cmsr. William J. Byrne Jr. of 
Winchester last week offered his commitment 
to the Friends of the Fells to clean up the 
Middlesex Fells. 

Byrne and two associate commissioners 
met with Ihe Friends and heard complaints of 
43 petitioners: 20 residents of Hillcrest park¬ 
way. 10 from Medford and 13 from other 
communities. 

The focus of the petitioners’ complaint was 
a four to five acre unofficial dumping site 
located off Middle road in the Middlesex 
Fells. The area is close to Hillcrest parkway. 

According to Charles H. Carlson of 36 
Hillcrest pkwy., who had been in 
correspondence with the former com¬ 
missioner, John W. Sears, unofficial per¬ 
mission was given to the M. DeMatteo Con¬ 
struction Co., Quincy, to dump solid waste 
during construction of 1-93. 

Not only was such permission and dum¬ 
ping in violation of the general laws, says 
Carlson, a portion of the land is considered 
“wetlands” and should have been protected 
in accordance with conservation statutes. 

Carlson indicates there are all kinds of 
debris in the area not associated with road 
construction. This leads him to believe 
DeMatteo was not the only user of the land for 
dumping. 

He has been in contact with the Mass. 
Dept, of Public Health environmental division 
and sent slides of the dump area to the Con¬ 
servation Law Foundation of New England, 
Inc 

Alexandra I). Dawson, director of services 
of the law foundation, wrote Carlson that, 
“Much is not clean fill and it does not appear 
that anything could grow in the site now.” 

Dawson quoted laws and referred to an 
attorney general opinion in 1973 which makes 
it clear that using a public reservation as a 


dump would have required legislative action 

In one instance, Dawson wrote, the 
Supreme Judicial Court held that a special 
act of the legislature was needed to transfer 
MDC land at a particular site to the state 
highway department. 

Therefore, permission for dumping on the 
Middle road dump site was illegal, says 
Carlson. 

At the meeting of the Fells last week, 
Daniel Connell of Malden, vice-chairaman of 
the group, charged that the Fells has not been 
adequately cleaned since a 1939 effort 
following a hurricane. 

He emphasised the time to accomplish 
work in the area is now, noting a dangerous 
situation exists especially for those trying to 
gain access to fight fires. 

Bryne indicated his concern for the goals 
of the Fells. He said the state Depl. of 
Agriculture approached him recently in an 
effort to begin a compost pile in the area using 
excess manure. 

He said lie’s been mulling over other ideas 
for the Fells such as MDC mounted police. 

He said he considers It MDC’s obligation to 
serve urban Boston communities as well as 
the suburbs. He suggested the Friends might 
sponsor nature walks and other activities for 
city dwellers in return for aid in cleaning up 
the land. 

Regarding the Middle road dump site, 
Byrne said he would work toward "finding a 
way to quickly bring the land back lo a 
natural, productive state.” 

The Friends of the Fells is a growing 
organization with about 150 members now. 

Recently they celebrated Arbor Day in the 
Middlesex Fells Reservation by planting 
ferns along a running brook and spreading 
wild bird food. 

They also distributed sterilized soil on

Cmsr. William J. Byrne Jr. of 27 Can¬ 
terbury rd. said recently the MDC will 
complete the recreation programs begun in 
the recent past. 

He said the Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission will continue with restoration and 
improvement of river basins and Boston 
Harbor environment, and plans for the 
development and conservation of water 
resources for the next hundred years. 

Cmsr. Ryrne promised that the MDC will 
rapidly deliver the services for which it is 
responsible. In his first public statement 
since being appointed MDC chief by Gov. 
Michael Dukakis, Byrne said: 

“The Metropolitan District Commission 
offers more opportunity for public service 
than perhaps any other governmental body in 
New England, and surely more than most of 
us will experience in our lifetime.” 

A member of the Winchester state building 
code committee, Byrne lias a bachelor of 
science degree in civil engineering from 
Villanova University and a master's degree 
in management finance from School of 
Management. 

Until recently he was vice-president for 
commercial operations at Spaulding & Slye 
Corp., Boston, where he was responsible for 
real estate development. 

Some of the projects he directed are 1 
Washington mall, New England Executive 
Park and Hampshire Plaza in Manchester, 
N.H. 

In his statement Byrne said: “In the 
current economic instability and with the 
mounting concern for our environment, the 


task of effectively adminitering the com¬ 
mission would be considered by many to be 
nearly impossible. 

“The difference, however, is the MDC 
itself, for seldom has there ever been 
assembled a team for public policy im¬ 
plementation of the professional caliber and 
depth of experience of that now pledged to 
serve our 54 member communities.

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EDITORIAL 

Stop Nepotism Right Now 


Some town officials arc busy these duys 
attempting to justify the presence of their 
children's names on the town payroll They 
should bo spending their energy, instead, in 
finding other places than the town payroll for 
their children. 

The practice of nepotism or giving 
relatives favored treatment is common in 
government in towns and cities. Here in 
Winchester it is very common 

Nepotism as it relates to jobs in the Park, 
Recreation and Highway Departments was 
detailed in a front page article in The Star last 
week. Since then we have heard of no action 
from citizens or officials to do anything 
about slopping town departments from hiring 
relatives of town officials. 

When the chairman of the Park Com 
mission appoints his 17 year -old son, no 
matter for how long or at what rate of pay, to 
a job with his own department without the 
knowledge of the other commissioners then 
something should be done. 

When the daughter of the just-past 
chairman of the Hoard of Selectmen gets a 
summer job in the Recreation Department, 
over which the selectmen have authority, 
then something’s wrong. 

When the sons and daughters of present 
and past Recreation Committee members get 
summer, or winter, jobs with the Recreation 
Department, as they do with regularity, then 
something had better be done quickly 

In the Park Department the son of a for 
iner park commissioner is on the payroll as a 
temporary laborer, as is the son of the 
secretary of the Park Department. There are 
other similar cases. Why are these people on 
the payroll? 

Are they the most qualified for the jobs? 
Did no one else apply? Was influence used in 
getting them hired? 

It’s difficult to see that any great ex¬ 
perience is required to be a playground 
supervisor in the Recreation Department for 
the summer. You don’t need a degree of any 
sort to lead children in a game of softball. 

So when members of town boards try to 
justify the hiring of summer help on the basis 
that so and so has all sorts ol qualifications 
land just happens to be the child of an of 
ficial) they are putting us on. 

There were 4‘J applications received for It 
summer jobs in the Park Department four 
times the number of applications for positions 
available, thus eliminating the argument 


there were no other persons available for 
employment 

Sometimes the influence at work in these 
appointments is subtle members of a board 
reluctant to oppose the application from the 
child of another board member for fear of 
damaging a working relationship with that 
member 

There are town officials who have refused 
to permit their children to apply for jobs from 
the town government They are to be com 
mended for making such a wise decision All 
other town officials should do the same. 

Public officials both elected and those 
serving in a supervisory capacity- should be 
bending over backwards to avoid even the 
appearance of influence of using their 
positions to further their own ends, or those of 
their family 

The fact is a selectman, even if he never 
puls into words that he would like his son or 
daughter to gel a summer job, is influencing 
the appointment merely because he is a 
selectman, a powerful office in a small town 
like Winchester 

Is it fair loexpecl the son or daughter of an 
official to be passed over for a summer job 
because he or she is related to an official’’ 

The answer is a very strong yes. That 
should la' part ol the sacrifice a public official 
makes in assuming office. If be doesn't like it 
he shouldn’t have run in tile first place 

Failing that, lie should have his child with 
drawn his or her name or else he should 
resign from office. Any possible conflict of 
interest should be anathema to those in 
positions of authority in the government. 

It would have been more considerate of 
children of officials not to apply for positions 
from the town government and thus avoid 
placing their parent in an awkward position. 

Hut there is considerable competition for 
summer jobs during these times of high 
unemployment and such idealism is probably 
considered far fetched. 

Thus it is time the citizens of Winchester 
brought the practice of nepotism to a halt 
themselves The only way to slop it ap¬ 
parently is to complain by letter, by 
telephone, in person 

If the officials involved think the town 
speople disapprove ol the longtime anil 
widespread practice then perhaps it may 
stop 

The reason it has come so far is because no 
one lias raised a voice against ii Let's start to 
do that right now.

Press Double Standard 
Violates Civil Liberties

We are amazed to find that today in our so 
aware society, after so many months of truth 
as preached by the press, we have in this 
small upright New Kngland town a clear case 
of double standard 

The press goes to great extreme to enforce 
its rights under the First Amendment and 
then it goes to an even greater extreme to 
discredit those who disagree with what it 
espouses 

A recent edition of this newspaper has cast 
aspersions on a large group of the town's 
taxpayers because they have taken a stand 
that is opposite to that taken by the editorial 
position of this newspaper. 

Voltaire is credited with the statement "I 
disapprove of what you say, hut I will defend 
to the death your right to say it,” These 
United States were founded on this 
proposition, but The Winchester Star ap 
parently rejects this concept. 

Beginning with the Boston Tea Party and 
continuing to the present day with the 
demonstrations at Brandeis and Brown, it is 
the inalienable right of the American citizen 
to peaceably assemble and publicly proclaim 
a political position 

To refuse this right to one and permit it to 
the other is to enforce a double standard Is 
freedom of speech and expression limile'd to 
only those people who say things with which 
you can agree and support’’ 

Are civil rights only for certain people 
espousing particular causes'.’ Chairman 
Parkhurst claims a parallel with (lermany in 
the l9B0s I too discern a similarity. There 
we saw constitutional government destroyed, 
citizens were denied representation by vote, 
the government violated its agreements and 
vitiated its charters, books were burned and 
replaced with those reflecting the philosophy 
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Mrs Calvin is active in Citizens for 
Responsible Education in Winchester, the 
organization which opposes Metco and favors 
recalling some members of the School 
Committee. 

and polities ol those in power who then 
declared themselves leaders. 

Here we have the will ol the people 
ignored, the votes of the citizens rejected, the 
charter ol the town denied and contested and 
the School Committee proclaiming itself as 
the leader "we must not let them (the 
people) usurp our authority. ” 

It has been said that it we do not learn 
from history wo are doomed to repeal it” and 
yet we find ourselves in the position today 
when we struggle to have our voice heard 
along with those who should silence us 
This newspaper did not dedicate so much 
as one line in alarm or protest when the 
School Committee invited a representative 
from Boston and sought an opinion front 
another town Yet this paper denounced the 
invitation extended to other Bostonians and 
citizens of surrounding communities to assist 
us in Restoring Our Alienated Rights and 
proclaimed that they had no right being here 
This is a double standard and not equal 
justice for all They had every right to be 
here. Our School Committee has taken an 
action which was contrary to the will of the 
majority of the voters and which has tied this 
community to Boston and the metropolitan 
rea and its problems and those guests arc 
thus involved with us in our town. 

Had the School Committee listened to the 
wisdom and w ill of the people as evidenced by 
the town meeting vote, which was the vote by 
ballot on March :t, we would not be confronted 
with the present problem 

"The committee shall exercise its 
authority to vote on the progress without 
consideration of town meeting action ” 
"Delaying the vote would only allow town 
meeting to usurp the committee’s leadership 
role in the educational matters of the 
town. ”(ll:45p.m .Jan Id, executive session 
minutes, later approved by the School 
Committee).

Park Head ‘Donates’ Sod. 
The Real Crew Stands Up 


Two Park Department trucks and four 
men spent two hours Tuesday morning 
removing soil from the home of the 
superintendent of the Park Department, 
Herbert "Babe” Mullen of 8 Park rd. 

It was good dirt, as Calvin Coolidge would 
say, and not worthless—loam, in fact. Very 
clean According to Mullen, the loam was 
stripped away from his yard when he built a 
patio 

He is "donating" it to the town, as one of 
the workers put it. He had offered it to his 
neighbors, the worker said, but they didn't 
want it. 

This "gift” to the town is going to be used 
at baseball diamonds at Lockeland Park and 
MacDonald field, according to Mullen. 

Mullen said the sod is worth $8 a yard and 
there are five yards. "The town is gaining 
about $40 worth of loam and sod," said the 
Park superintendent. 

A contractor did the patio work, Mullen 
replied in a response to question.

If you have a chance and are up West Side 
Hill way take a iook at the piles of boulders 
being stockpiled at Lockeland Park (across 
from the new fire station ). 

Park Supt. Mullen says the boulders will 
be used in the construction of the remaining 
section of the fold. The loam will be stripped 
away, the boulders placed and then the loam 
poured over the boulders and leveled. "It's 
good for drainage.”

Pat Sizemore, who runs the girls baseball 
league, is having a terrible time finding 
places for the girls to play this year. The poor 
condition of most' of the school fields has 
made all but four schools out of bounds for the 
girls.

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Cullen Land Is Focus Of 
TM Before 117-9 Vote On 
Zoning By-Law Amendments 


The Winchester town meeting voted 117-9 
for a series of amendments to the present 
zoning by-law on Monday night. 

According to Otto Schaefer of the Planning 
Board, the body which proposed the by-law 
amendments, the changes will reduce am¬ 
biguities, clarify interpretation and make 
certain aspects of the law consistent. 

There were 10 changes, the first of which 
will amend Section 1.52 affecting rules for 
interpretation of district boundaries by ad- 
dmg an additional paragraph as follows: 

“When a lot in one ownership is situated in 
more than one residential district, the 
regulations and restrictions of this by-law 
shall comply to the more restrictive district, 
unless 80 percent or more is in the less 
restrictive district, in which case, the 
regulations of that district shall comply.” 

There was an amendment by TMM Arthur 
,J. Hewis Jr. to strike out the word 
“residential” and to reduce the 80 percent 
factor to GO. This did not pass. 

Another change in the by-law concerns 
Section 4.4 in the table of use regulations for 
light industrial (ID districts. From now on 
development of retail stores in an 1L district 
will be subject to site plan review and ap¬ 
proval by the Planning Board and Board of 
Appeal. 

TMM James Cullen, owner of land 
recently considered by Stop & Shop for a 
supermarket mall, asked for deletion of this 
amendment until he had opportunity to 
conclude negotiations presently underway 
with another prospective buyer. He inferred 
the by-law change was directed at his piece of 
property and passage of the amendment 
would hurt him. 

Planning Board chairman Michael 
Boodakian said there are other light in¬ 
dustrial districts in the town other than the 
Cullen property. 

He noted having the Planning Board 
review a development proposal provides 
protection for the town. 

He pointed to town-owned casements as 
having provided “leaverage” as the Planning 
Board and other town officials worked with 
Stop & Shop on arriving at an agreement for 
their shopping mall proposal. 

Tufts Alumni Montvale 


TMM Clara M. Hewis supported Cullen in 
his reauest. 

She asked the town meeting members if 
Cullen's land was their’s if they would like the 
idea of only putting on “there what the 
Planning Board will approve." 

She added, “It is not right to restrict 
development." She called the Planning 
Board’s amendment as being "punitive.” 

Planning Board member C.anson P. 
Taggart said, “The Planning Board had no 
intention to keep Stop & Shop out of that 
area.” He said the Planning Board doesn't 
want retail stores in a light industrial area. 

Planning Board members assured the 
assembly the amendment would not stop 
development of Cullen’s property. Member 
Joseph F. Geary Jr. said the Planning Board 
serves as advisor while the Board of Appeal 
makes decisions. 

Arthur Hewis said Stop & Shop "withdrew 
after the warrant came out." He spoke of the 
“awesome unanimity” of the Planning 
Board, Finance Committee, Conservation 
Committee and selectmen as being too much 
for Stop & Shop to face after the concessions 
they had already made previous to town 
meeting. 

He asked: “Do you want to broaden your 
lax base or not? Give a man a chance to 
develop his own land.” 

TMM William R. Zettler, who said he was 
glad Stop & Shop didn’t come, supported 
Cullen's request to defer the question of this 
section of the amendment noting, “We can 
protect ourselves into the poor house." 

He said a developer might say “To heck 
with it. Winchester is dead." 

TMM Francis F. Cullen, son of the Ian 
downer, said, “Site plan approval makes 
sense in some cases such as if there’s no 
frontage required, but a town should not 
expect a developer to provide a public works 
project.” 

Otto Schaefer said, “There’s always give 
and lake by a developer and a lown.” 
Schaefer said a responsible developer would 
welcome having things spelled out. 

The town meeting turned down Cullen’s 
request just as they did several other motions 
for zoning by-law changes in conflict with 


what the Planning Board proposed. 

The only motion which did pass was 
presented by TMM Michael D. Saraco which 
will allow a homeowner to obtain a variance 
from the Board of Appeal to put an enclosure 
over a front step or other structure which 
protrudes beyond the setback requirement. 

Other changes in the by-law pertain to 
clearing up the language and in one instance, 
according to Schaefer and associate William 
Cummings, puts people on notice to look at 
building lines as well as setback 
requirements. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan received ap¬ 
plause after pointing out the zoning amend¬ 
ments passed by 117 to 9 votes and suggesting 
a few town meeting members are keeping the 
meeting from moving along at a faster pace. 

James Cullen took exception to Sullivan’s 
remarks and said he was one of the nine 
negative voters but had only spoken to the 
assembly once. He, too, received slight ap¬ 
plause. 

An amendment to table the zoning by-law 
article by selectmen chairman Lawrence E. 
Smith just previous to intermission was 
lurneddown by the meeting. Smith wanted to 
move into discussion of the .waste disposal 
problem 

This matter is expected to be discussed 
lonight when the meeting continues at 7:45 in 
the high school auditorium. 

A motion to reconsider Article 25 con¬ 
cerning zoning by-laws passed last week is 
also expected

TM Passes 
Swanton Street 
Zoning Changes 

The entire session of town meeting last 
Thursday was taken up with a portion of an 
article to rezone from business to residential 
parts of Swanton street, which passed. 

The article, concerning the northerly and 
southerly sides of Swanton street, changes 
general business zones to general residential 
zones 

The amendment’s first two paragraphs 
had previously been dispensed with while 
paragraph three had been deleted. TMM 
Arthur Hewis urged indefinite postponement 
of the remainder of article 25. 

Planning Board chairman Michael 
Boodakian argued against, commenting the 
small parcels of land in the Swanton street 
area are not appropriate for business 

"It is highly improbable that the small 
pieces could be divided into a business area. 
You’d need three or four together.” 

Speaking for the Finance Committee, 
newly appointed chairman Richard A Rich¬ 
mond opposed indefinite postponement. 
Edward White of Finance supported it.

"The area is ideal for small businesses 
without large signs,” White contended, noting 
because of the tax rate increase businesses 
should be added not removed. 

With an 84-59 vote, the proposal for in¬ 
definite proposal failed. 

TMM William Zettler motioned to vote on 
the question as a whole, noting the 59 persons 
for indefinite postponement were in sufficient 
majority (two-thirds) to defeat each 
paragraph anyway. 

TMM Noreen Arcari objected. “Each 
paragraph pertains to a different area. 
Different residents object to different parts." 

A 93-54 vote against moving the question 
had paragraph four under discussion again. 

Planning Board member Otto Schaefer

He added that leaving the section in a 
business zone only increases traffic, the 
prime motivation of Ihe Planning Board’s 
proposal to alter the zone. 

“The tax base is negligible It would im¬ 
prove if the area was residential.” 

Nearly two hours passed in debating the 
issue 

Finance approved favorable action lor 
paragraph four. Two Swanton street 
residents bad opposing views. 

Richard Kelly, with a borne and a 
photographer's studio at 54 Swanton st.. fell 
since the Swanton street businesses would 
remain intact anyway, due to the non- 
conforming rule, there was no purpose in 
changing the zoning lo residential. 

Angelo Tranfaglia of 58 Swanton st ap¬ 
proved of Planning Board's actions. 

TMM John A. Cheever also agreed with 
Ihe Planning Board, believing there were 
precedents for spot zoning. 

Paragraph four finally carried with a vote 
of 100 to 44 


Selectman Lawrence T. Smith’s motion for 
a maximum 10-minute debate on remaining 
paragraphs was approved, 116 to 21. 

In quick succession paragraph 5 through 9 
were passed. 

At Arthur Hewis’ request the motion to 
appropriate $350 from general revenue for 
legal advertising for the zoning bylaw 
amendment was reconsidered. The vote was 
96 to 3 to leave the motion as is. 

Article 26, 13 amendments to ihe zoning 
bylaw, mainly clarifications of the law, was 
postponed for the first order of business at the 
next town meeting. 

Paragraphs 2, R, 9 and 10 are indefinitely 
postponed. 

According to TMM Clara Hewis it was a 
necessary act. She contended no one was in 
possession of the zoning bylaw passed last 
year. 

ilerberg of the Board of Appeals disputed 
Ibis, saying the bylaw was in the form of an 
advertisement in the Feb. 13 and Feb 20 Star 
and a public hearing had been held on the 
subject. 

Although the Finance Committee objected 
to Ihe postponement of article 26 the vote was 
66 to 53 to adjourn

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In the central service room two employees 
meticulously fold linen which, explains 
Ca: olyn Gunby, president of the Friends, 
have been pinned and sewed by Winton Club 
members. 

“It is an enormous expense which the 
hospital doesn't have to undertake,” she 
explains. 

In the messenger room, two Friends in red 
uniforms look up. Messenger volunteers who 
answer telephones and manage mail route 
four times a day are in charge of in¬ 
tercommunication in the hospital. 

“With 50 to GO volunteers, this is the busiest 
and biggest service,” says Mrs. Hollinshead 

The two volunteers smile at this. “You 
wouldn't know it right now, would you?" 

The information desks in the patients' 
lobby and visitors’ lobby are manned by 
Friends as are the art and coffee carts. 

The Friends, who provide the pictures 
along the permanent-resident corridor of the 
continuing care unit, have for the past 25 
years sent white roses to all pulients on the 
day before Christmas. 

During the evenings Friends feed patients 
and loosen muscles with back rubs 

They donated equipment for rooms for day 
patients, nursery isolcttes and diagnostic 
equipment thanks to the proceeds of the 
annual fall dance. 

"We're fortunate to have (he kind of 
support we do from auxiliaries," confided 
Mrs. Hollinshead, past president of Friends, 
as she lead the way to the laboratory where 
volunteers greet patients and escort them to 
the testing room 

Sunday volunteers are stationed in the 
EKG room to take information as a patient 
comes in. 

On the pediatrics floor a red-uniformed 
volunteer sits on the edge of a bed belonging 
to a boy who is talking very seriously. 

The craft cart, wheeled by volunteers, is 
stocked with games, crayons and other 
amusements with which a creative child 
might spend several hours. 

In the playroom Friends volunteer Carole 
Itindone is urged by six-year old Kenny 
Freeland to look al his book. 

A huge stuffed bear, a fish tank and more 
games complete the room. 

Winton Club, whose president is Judy 
Millican, has a built-in requirement to work in 
tiie coffee shop • 

Buyers for the gift shop are members of 
the Winton Club whose annual fund-raising 
cabaret will be Jan. 28 to Feb. 1. 

In the past to years the club has given 
beds, an automatic folding machine for the 
laundry, a new washing machine and 
bassinets. 

Although the Friends may work as little or 
as much as members choose, EnKa functions 
similiarly to Winton Club, explains Mrs. 
Gunby, a member of all three clubs. 

EnKa. with Mary Knox as president, 
employs a point system whereby a member 
must earn a certain number to remain in the 
club. 

Although EnKa pays for the reading 
material in the hospital and mans the book 
cart, its main contribution is in the continuing 
care unit, extended care facilities with its own 
living room and dining room. 

“It's more informal, less restrictive," said 
Mrs. Gunby surveying the living room with a 
color television, sliding windows, patio, piano 
and comfortable-looking couches. 

Contained in the CCU are occupational and

chester Hospital, EnKa Society, Winton Club,

In the coffee shop, owned by Winton Club, 
and staffed by volunteers, two Winton Club 
members (yellow-smocked) pour coffee and 
take orders, 

Proceeds of the coffee shop, donated to the 
hospital, have provided all its linen since 1911 
when the club was founded expressly for that 
purpose.

Clad in red, yellow or blue smocks 
volunteers at Winchester Hospital arc seen 
every day unobtrusively helping patients 
regain health and spirits. 

In 20 services at the hospital, including an 
art cart, gift shop, coffee shop, continuing 
care unit, laboratory and pharmacy, the 
volunteers relieve nursing personnel of non¬ 
professional duties so they may spend more 
time in direct patient care. 

The volunteer department, established in 
i960 and headed by Phyllis Hollinshead of

Since she is a member of all three clubs 
she might in one day go from the coffee shop 
to the CCU, but would exchange a yellow 
smock for a blue one. 

Mrs. Gunby stressed that although a 
volunteer may for the most part work as 
much as he or she desires “it is just as much 
of an obligation as if they were being paid.” 

Mrs. Hollinshead concurred. adding“I 
don’t like to interpret volunteer hours into 
dollars and cents.” 

Every volunteer regularly attends 
orientation. The Friends have it once a 
month. Mrs. Hollinshead meets at different 
times annually with new Winton and EnKa 
members. 

Junior volunteers attend a series of three 
orientation classes. 

During these sessions volunteers learn the 
philosophy of their role, history of the 
hospital, rules and regulations. 

“We stress ethics and reliability,” said 
Mrs. Hollinshead. 

Both women mentioned the many 
volunteers from Reading, Stoneham, Woburn 
and Wilmington. 

As of last September there were 869 
volunteers who donated -14,195 hours to 
Winchester Hospital 


physical therapy rooms for patients who had 
strokes or artificial limbs attached. 

Volunteer Florence Smith of Winchester 
wheels patients back and forth from the 
therapy room. “I have always felt badly that 
so muiij people have time on their hands and 
don’t know what to do with it,” she admits. 

EnKa volunteers in the CCU give patients 
water, change the bags at their bedside, 
change flowers and wheel the library cart. 

EnKa. with the help of their yearly May 
fair and thrift shop, donated a respirator for 
newborn infants, heart machines, an ob- 
stetrical table and, most recently, a coronary 
defibrillator. 

Junior volunteers sometimes begin at age 
14 They work after school and during 
weekends and summers. 

In the past their red and white striped 
uniforms labelled them "candy stripers.” 

Phyllis Hollinshead says she dislikes this 
term since boys are junior volunteers also. 

Junior volunteers work in central service, 
where surgical supplies are prepared, man 
gift and coffee carts, coffee shop, continuing 
care unit, emergency room, information 
desks, pharmacy, pediatrics, laboratory and 
messenger room. 

'They’re a great bunch of kids,” smiled 
Mrs. Gunby. 

RSVP, directed from Somerville, matches 
people aged GO and over who want to be 
volunteers in their communities. 

Those interested in Winchester Hospital 
volunteering arc screened by the RSVP 
organization and referred to Mrs. Hollin¬ 
shead 


The Max-Ed program, offered by the high 
school, brings students to the laboratory, 
pharmacy and physical therapy department. 

Mrs. Hollinshead describes it as an “at¬ 
tempt to get students into a job related 
situation." 

They may learn about nuclear medicine 
and how to take blood, or accompany lab 
technicians onto the floor. 

"It is more sophisticated and in-depth than 
the regular volunteer programs,” said Mrs. 
Hollinshead. 

She feels people volunteer "to get involved 
in sonething worthwhile...or perhaps because 
they may not find a challenging enough part- 
time job.” 

“It answers my needs quite nicely," 
commented Mrs. Gunby, who prefers to be 
home when her children return from school. 

While the Friends of Winchester Hospital 
and Winton Club exist solely for the hospital, 
EnKa has other charitable commitments. 

Tradition is the deciding factor regarding 
what group does what task. 

For example EnKa goes hand in hand with 
the continuing care unit while Winton is 
associated with the coffee and gift shops. 

There is of course “overlapping,” as Mrs. 
Gunby phrased it.

Mudslinging Marks County Government 


Bv Michael McUonnlgal 
With the choice of State Representative 
Michaei 'McLaughlin (D-Billerica) to be a 
Middlesex County Commissioner, open 
political warfare has broken out in county 
government. 

Mcl^aughlin was chosen April 9 to fill the 
vacancy of Commissioner Paul Tsongas, who 
became congressman for the fifth district in 
January. 

McLaughlin's nomination was opposed by 
Commissioner S. Pester Ralph, who is also 
Mayor of Somerville. 

“This action, very simply, tells me and the 
residents of Middlesex County to “mind our 
own business" says Ralph, “and let the old 
crowd make its back room decisions while the 
taxpayers live with and pay for these 
decisions for many years to come." 

Ralph and Tsongas were part of an in 
surgent ticket which gained a 2-1 majority of 
the County Board when they ousted two in 
cumbents in the 1972 elections. 

When Tsongas was elected to Congress, 
the vacancy remained open for months while 
Ralph and Commissioner John Danehy of 
Cambridge failed to agree on a candidate 
The deadlock was finally broken on April 9 
when Clerk of Courts Kdward Sullivan used 
bis option to break the tie, and threw his lot 
with Danehy’s candidate. Michael 
McLaughlin. 

Ralph charged that “through the efforts of 
Mr. Danehy and Mr. Sullivan, a veil has once 
again been drawn across the County." 

"1 know there was a deal," says Ralph 
"For six months, dozens of names were 
mentioned, but his never came up." 

lie called Sullivan "The Secret Snake" and 
said he would work against his re-election as 
Clerk of Courts next year 

Ralph says Sullivan agreed to support 
Mark Mulligan of Westover for the post, hut 
backed out without warning 

Sullivan denies he had any commitment to 
support Mulligan "lie (Ralph) was supposed 
to call me two weeks before about Mulligan, 
but I never heard from him,” says Sullivan. 
"I don’t think he was sincere about it 
Sullivan denied he made a deal with 
Danehy. "Ix'l him make all the charges he 
wants," Sullivan says, "If he can’t stand the 
heal, he should get out of the kitchen " 


When Sullivan learned that Ralph called 
him a "snake,” he replied, “I don’t answer 
people who make charges like that " 

Sullivan, who has been Clerk of Courts for 
IB years expects to seek re-election next year. 

New Commissioner McLaughlin says, "I 
don’t want to be in the middle of their fight," 
referring to Danehy and Ralph. 

He said Ralph was mad because he lost. 
"But I made it clear that I had an open mind 
and Ralph promised to keep an open mind 
about me." 

Ralph says "I have no negative feelings 
about McLaughlin I don't know the man " 
McLaughlin says he sent a letter to Ralph 
and met with him before he was chosen, but 
Ralph denies this "I've never received a 
letter from him oral least I've never seen it,' 
says Ralph. "I might have shaken his hand at 
a garden party when I was running for 
Attorney General last year, but I shook 
thousands of hands and I don't remember 
him." 

McLaughlin denies he was part of a deal 
"I became a candidate on my own volition, 
clear and above board,” McLaughlin says "I 
wouldn’t have taken the job under any other 
circumstances." He says he declared his 
candidacy in a letter to the commissioners 
dated April T 

McLaughlin's first major action as a 
commissioner was to propose $1,989,799 in 
cuts to the $-10 million county government and 
hospital budget that was submitted to the 
legislative Committee on Counties 

Ralph called the proposed cuts “Absurd 
The budget lias been tightening for two 
years," says Ralph "It is inconceivable that 
that much could be cut and everyone familiar 
with the budget knows it 

"lie'll walk away from it after making his 
grandstand play,” Ralph says 

McLauglin denies the charge and says "If 
Commissioner Ralph spent more time at the 
Commissioner's Office and was truly a part of 
the activities here, he might know the budget 
he submitted to the Committee on Counties is 
grossly overstated and inaccurate 

“At the present time Ralph’s contribution 
to the Commissioner's Office is two hours per 
week," charges McLaughlin. 

Ralph says he spends "substantial time” 
on county business, but not all of it in his of¬ 
fice at the courthouse. "McLaughlin’s using 


his courthouse office for legislative work." 
says Ralph."It's a better one than he has at 
the stale house " 

The county budget is the creation of Ralph 
and his staff McLaughlin had not been ap¬ 
pointed when the budget was put together and 
Danehy apparently refused to take part 

"We invited Danehy to the hearings, but he 
was never available,” says Ralph. "His staff 
is too incompetent to know what a budget is. 

"The only budget request Danehy made 
was to get raises for thirty of his friends," 
Ralph says. "We have that in writing. That’s 
why he's opposed to the budget.” 

Commissioner -Danehy could not be 
reached for comment 

McLaughlin, who must run for a full term 
m 1970. has other goals beyond cutting the 
budget 

"We need a personnel manager,” says 
McLaughlin "We have 3600 employees in 
county government and right now it is a 
complete patronage system. Everyone has to 
have a sponsor.” 

McLaughlin says a candidate for a county 
job shouldn't be a "Ralph appointment, or a 
Danehy appointment or a McLaughlin ap¬ 
pointment " 

McLaughlin sees himself as a liberal on 
reform proposals, but a conservative on fiscal 
matters He believes regional government 
should take charge of public protection and 
solid waste and send tax bills directly to the 
taxpayers. 

lie favors a state take-over of the court 
system, "But not this year. The state can't 
afford it." 

McLaughlin says he is an advocate of the 
County Advisory Board, “But they shouldn't 
be strengthened to the point where they 
weaken the- County Commissioners.” The 
advisory board has a member from each of 
the 94 communities in the county. 

McLaughlin admits that Middlesex County 
is loo large and the lines may have to be re 
drawn, but says "it makes no difference 
now.” 

In addition to his duties as a state 
representative and county commissioner. 
McLaughlin is chairman of the House Rules 
Committee and Assistant House Majority 
Whip He was an Assistant unannounced 
candidate for Lt. Governor in 1974 He has 
never held countv office before.

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Elderly Housing Plans At 
Standstill; Funds Frozen 


Winchester’s plans for second elderly 
housing complex on the site of the old Lincoln 
School on Westley street are at a standstill 
due to a freezing of funds by Boston Municipal 
Court 

A bond issue containing funds for the 
Winchester project, among others, is being 
held up due to demands for rehabilitation 
money by Boston housing tenants. 

Until the issue is resolved, the state’s 
Department of Community Affairs (COCA) 
and thus Winchester will have to wait before 
further planning can go ahead 

Winchester's plans for a senior citizen 
community center on Skillings road is also at 
a standstill hut for a different reason. 

State legislation, it has now become ap¬ 
parent, prohibits such centers from being; 
constructed away from the confines of an 
elderly housing complex. 

According to Clara ilewis, executive 
secretary of the Winchester Housing 
Authority (WIIA), and Dr. Norberg, the DCA 
under the previous administration led the 
Council on Aging and WHA to believe it was 
possible to build a community center for the 
elderly on Skillings bypass. 

At a recent meeting of the council and the 
WIIA with the new DCA secretary William 
Flynn, expansion of the Lincon School site to 
include the center was suggested. 

That would reduce the number of housing 
units from fin to 50, according to (lewis. 

The state's formula allows approximately 
$25,(ion per unit This multiplied by 60 comes 
to $1.5 million. Miss Ilewis estimates the 
center would add about $5,000 or about 
$200,000 in all, coming to a total cost of $1.7 
million. 

Eliminating 10 units increases the cost by 
reducing the number of units. Miss Ilewis 
fears the state might dismiss the project as 
too costly 

An added problem is (lie zoning law which 
requires 75 percent of the land left untouched 


tor parking and space between units. 

The fact that less than one acre of the 3M>- 
acre site can be utilized makes Norberg 
wonder about Old Lincoln School as an 
adequate site. 

"It's a question of trying to find alter¬ 
native means of funding and building on a site 
which is most desirable or taking what we can 
gel from the state and doing it al Lincoln 

School." 

Alternative sources of money come in 
three main packages. Secy. Flynn men¬ 
tioned private funding, community funding or 
the Community Development Revenue 
Sharing (CDRS). 

CDRS lias recently been made available 
for situations such as Winchester's, according 
to Miss Ilewis. 

Because CDRS has just been set up, giving 
urban areas first priority, Winchester will not 
lie eligible for at least two years, she said. 

Norberg is partial to using private funds. 

• 'This would keep the tax rate under control. 
The town would be better off." 

According to ilewis, the group wondered if 
Secy. Flynn might change the legislation and 
allow for oil site development. 

His answer was that he couldn’t ask for 
funds in goiKl conscience when Boston 
housing units need immediate attention. 

Miss Ilewis said she thought this was 
"reasonably sound. It's not reasonable to ask 
for this when $ 200 , 00(1 could build housing 
units anywhere. 

“It's not quite right to ask for funds when 
Massachusetts is $350 million in debt and 
some people are without roofs over their 
heads." 

Dr. Norberg is optimistic. "There’ll he 
other options open hopefully. We’ll analyze 
them as we go along. 

"There is no sense. . . in knowingly 
building inadequte facilities just because it is 
state funded."

How You (iof ‘Stop’ Sion 
Put Up On Your Street 


"How can I get a stop sign installed on my 
street?" asked an anxious caller to a 
volunteer of the League of Women Voters 
voter information phone recently 

The caller explained that she lived near a 
busy intersection where there have been 
many accidents over the years 

The Iwaguc of Women Voters volunteer 
explained that permission to install all Irnflc 
lights and stop signs in the Commonwealth 
must he received from the stale Department 
of Public Works regardless of whether they 
are to he placed on a municipally owned or 
slate-owned thoroughfare, and the request 
must come from a municipal body of local 
government or the DPW itself 

Once the municipal body agrees to submit 
the request to a district DPW office, the 
district office investigates and grants or 
denies the issuance of a permit dependin on 
whether the light or sign is warranted The 
caller was told to contact her local selectman 
or local department of public works to start 
the necessary procedures 

This is one of the questions now being 
received by the League of Women Voters 
voter information phone. Individuals with any 
questions on government may call Monday 
through Friday between to a m, and 2 pm 
The number in the Winchester area is 257 
5880 

A parent called the phone recently to ask if 
there was a slate law requiring students to 
have periodic physical examinations. 

The caller was informed that under a state 
law mandating periodic health examinations. 


a Department of Public Health regulation 
requires every child in the public schools to he 
examined by a physician within six months 
before entrance to school and al intervals ol 
either three or four years thereafter. 

A child transferred from another school 
system is considered an entering child and 
must he examined unless school health 
records are transferred and indicate (fiat the 
regulations have been met This examination 
can be performed by the school physician or 
by the child's private physician 

The school physician may not perform 
rectal or vaginal examinations. In addition, 
each child in the public schools must have a 
vision and hearing test annually. 

Any child may be exempt on religious 
grounds from these examinations upon 
written request of the parent or guardian 
submitted to the school health department, 
provided that the laws and regulations 
relating to communicable diseases are not 
violated. 

Another caller asked: “Can the governor 
pocket veto a hill passed by the legislature 
while the legislators are on vacation?" 

The caller was told that the governor can 
only pocket veto legislation after the 
legislature has prorogued, or officially ended 
it's legislative session for the year. Since the 
legislature is still "in session" during a 
vacation or recess break, the regular rules 
apply to the governor's signature on a hill, 
i e . if lie does not sign a hill during the time 
■qierilied prior to prorogation, the bill 
becomes law without his signature

Never A Detroit Here? 
Check 4 Southie Power’

In 1904 I was married lo a rather special 
young lady. She and the state of matrimony 
look some getting used to: I had courted tier 
through the period of President Kennedy’s 
assassination and, on a lesser scale, the 
production of some plays I had written. Ms 
wife was, when I met her, and is, an KN I 
was, and am, a professional writer, translator 
and interpreter. 

Alter we were married, it ssas April 25. we 
moved lo Detroit from New York City. I had 
found a job writing educational filmstrips 
'Canadian History, secondary school audio 
visual aids), "reveals" (new car model in 
iroductions for dealers with singers, 
dancers and books as elaborate as some 
Broadway musicals); sales training 
programs <... " and never take no for an 
answer and a number of public service 
projects. I was particularly proud of (lie 
latter. 

The office of the organization where I 
worked was 10 blocks north of the Fisher 
Building and the General Motors complex 
Ten blocks south of this Commercial Center 
was the Henry Ford Hospital, a great medical 
institution. My wife worked there as a nurse 

Our first daughter. Linda, was horn in 
there My wife worked, pregnant, until one 
evening a patient with a bad heart jumped out 
of a sick bed to help her. That was enough. 

We lived directly across Grand boulevard 
in the only moderately highrise apartment 
house in a predominantly black neigh 
horhood. The apartment house was a white 
island in a black sea, not a particular!) high 
class island, al that. 

For weeks after we moved into our 
apartment, we received midnight knocks at 
the door from drunken and abusive men 
Where, they demanded to know, were the 
previous tenants? (girls who used to service 
them on the General Motors lab), We did not 
know 

A few phone calls to the GM brass up the 
street, who all claimed ignorance of any 
connection witli the arrangement, soon pul a 
hall to the stream of midnight callers 

We made some wild automobile trips 4 oii 
miles north to Georgian Bay in Canada tn 
escape Ihc all pervading local water 
pollution I traveled to Kenosha, Wise to 
Chicago and once to the Bahamas all on 
business The trips were relatively shore so 
during the first year of our marriage our 
world was literally a very small one 

As we became aware of the small world 
and realized it was largely black, we had to 
come to grips with our feelings and attitudes, 
our fears and lack of understanding We were 
"white" middle class, in our early Ihirti. - 

The neighborhood was midde-elass black 
made up of acres of neat brownstones, We 
shopped at the corner supermarket, together 
with our black neighbors We fell some ten 
sion, but there were never any incidents 
Perhaps it was because these were not the 
slums; and the blacks were not poor. 

Motown, the highly visible and successful 
black music enterprise, was located , li 
blocks from our address, in a larg brown 
stone converted into an office builum: The 
streets and the lawns were immaculate and I 
did nol read or hear of any unusual crime 
rate. 

Nevertheless, we walked quickly |, the 
20 blocks or so to and from my office; and mv 
wife back and forth between the hospital and 
our apartment. I never did understand how 
our apartment house remained lily-white; nor 
did I make inquiries. 

If you have not guessed, or recalled from 
I he newspaper headlines of the titis. tins 
neighborhood was one of those eventually 
leveled by arson and violent, purposeful 
destruction during the terrible Detroit riots 
Block after block of brownstones sing Iv 
disappeared from the map. and the atcii 
looked like Dresden after the (ire L mbmg of 
World War 11 

In the opposite direction from Motown, 
within view of our apartment windows, wo.- a 
comfortable modern motel where my parents 
stayed when they came to visit us after our 
daughter was born. I am looking ,u ;i 
photograph I took of my wife and new 


daughter, with my parents, in the courtyard 
ol that motel Fveryone is smiling 

A year later, one of the motel guests, 
looking from a window to see what the 
commotion was in our direction, was killed 
by a black sniper The commotion was the 
riot. 

Still another lew blocks along the central 
artery from Ibis motel, toward downtown 
Detroit, was a second motel which John 
Horsey made the subject of a terrifying book 
about innocent blacks being caught up in the 
general mayhem and executed by excited 
authorities who mistook them for thieves 

Before it all happened, my wife and I had 
moved to a suburb of I)etroit, near the Grosse 
I’ointes, where whites had begun to barricade 
themselves in their homes, to acquire 
weapons and lo attack with stones and van¬ 
dalism the few homes where middle olass 
blacks had managed to sneak in. 

As usual, I was busy. I had a new job a 
legitimate ad agency on the fringes of 
downtown Detroit, and I was overworked for 
better pay. Along the avenue where I then 
parked my ear for my few blocks’ walk to the 
new jol), tanks find troops armed with 
bazookas were one day to roll bv, while my 
old neighborhood burned. 

An exclusive condominium development, 
walled off from the slums of downtown 
Detroit, stood gleaming within view of the 
agency windows Some other writers and 
account executives lived there. When Detroit 
blew, they fled to the little Candian town of 
Windsor, directly across the St. Clair River 
from Detroit. 

One close friend who had lived in the 
development described the sight He spoke of 
Detroit’s skyline backlit by fires al night. He 
;md his famly watched from Windsor, having 
fled their condominium home just before the 
fires started. They kept on going east lo 
Syracuse, where he started a new job. They 
never returned to Detroit 

The year before, 1 would travel a freeway 
into town, ft target with other middle-class 
white in automobiles, of missiles hurled from 
overpasses by black youngsters. In those 
days, you didn’t ride in convertibles Plenty of 
windshields were smashed; and there were 
numersous injuries. The situation was 
deteriorating. 

And have you ever riden the B&M from 
North Station to Winchester on a warm day? 
The whacks of rocks and metal objects 
agaipst the Budd Car sides are not too dif¬ 
ferent from the bangs of similar objects on 
the roofs of those Detroit ears. Along the 
B&M. though, they are thrown mostly by poor 
white kids. 

Bui there will never be a Detroit in Boston, 
you say. Do you still say so when you see 
KOlTlilK I’OW Kit scrawled on the Win¬ 
chester train station walls and on traffic signs 
along the Fells parkway? 

Do you still say so when you understand 
that the policies of Winchester and other 
suburbs i not the formal policies, the 
emotional gut policies are as exclusive as the 
Grosse Poinles? 

Detroit's frustrations were turned inward, 
and the blacks wreaked destruction on 
themselves and their neighborhoods What 
will happen in Boston? Will we be part of the 
reason? 

I have few answers. I am only just 
beginning to understand, to feel because it 
seems now 1 have been through it fill before. I 
can no more expunge my feelings tha the next 
person. 1 may say one tilings and feel another. 

I have no liberal formula which will 
neutralize the fear, the lack of understanding, 
the tendency to violence, the gut reactions. 
Perhaps it will take a traumatic event. I 
believe the hatred and violence around the 
busing issue is not yet the event It is merely a 
prelude to worse.

Dropping Civil Service, 
(.hanging Town Meeting 


It the selectmen are serious about 
discontinuing civil service for town em¬ 
ployees (only police, fire and building 
departments are covered i they better think of 
an alternative. 

Civil service was created for a good 
reason: abuse of patronage by politicians. If 
the selectmen think the town is now til a 
disadvantage because it can't hire residents 
first at least in Hie police department, that's 
fine 

They may be right. 

But what are they going to replace civil 
service with in the police department' 1 There 
is no police union, as there is with the fire 
department 

The selectmen have to protect against any 
possibility that a future board may use its 
power lo further its own ends. Still, the board 
lias only asked that a committee be created to 
study the matter Perhaps my concern is 
over-action 

★ 

Vincent Carroll, and not Clara Hewis, was 
the first one to suggest a recall provision in 
the new charter, according to Carroll. Both 
Hewis and Carroll are former charter 
commissioners 

In fact, Carroll recalls, he threatened to 
resign if recall wasn't included. He says he 
didn'l have recall of School Com 
mitteepersons in mind (though he didn't seem 
unhappy at the thought) when he asked that 
recall be included. 

"1 was thinking in general terms." says 
Carroll. Actually, he told me. he was thinking 
of one time in the past when recall would have 
been a handy little by-law lo have.

Ii seems as though town meeting is finally 
becoming conscious that it’s nol the 
legislative body that it thinks it is. It's an 
anoehronism 

And to survive in the 20th century it has got 
to make some changes something il lias not 
done. Two committee will consider changes. 
They better come up with some. 

I can start them right off by pointing to the 
final (and 14th i session of town meeting on 
Monday night when the TMMs had to suffer 
through the laborious reading of two reports. 

Neither report had any effect on 
anything they were merely informative. 
The reports should he made available til 
Town Hall for anyone to read them . 

But lo impose on the town meeting's time 
by reporting on the defunct charter com¬ 
mission and whal the snow and ice committee 
has done in the last five years is an 
outrageous misuse of the lown meeting. 

The first thing any committee should do is 
jiass a law that says no business comes before 
a town meeting that isn’t business—-that is. 
that doesn't require a vote. Town meeting is 
supposed to be a legislative body, after all.

The town meeting members: 

As a member of your august body I felt it 
was time for me to say what I have felt for 
many years. 

We elect a number of boards and com¬ 
missions. We vote for “specialists” to sit on 
these committees, to pick their expert brains 
with the knowledge they will do their best to 
ope,-ate within their scope of authority in the 
best interests of the Town of Winchester, 
perhaps the finest town in New England. 
Why, then, the recriminations? 

As town meeting time approaches, each of 
us has, or should have, ideas on a few or on 
many subjects that will have to be approved 
at town meeting. 

Public hearings are announced and con¬ 
ducted. 

The complete warrant is published, and 
you have ample time to study each article and 
discuss it with those who propose each article. 

But in the past two town meetings it was 
apparent that there are three categories of 
town meeting members. The fewest number 
are those who have done their homework and 
have prepared, constructive remarks to 
make. 

Then there are the nit-pickers who ob¬ 
viously have not done their homework and 
just thought of something, and waste time 
saying it. 

The majority category, however, are the 
up-and-downers on the standing votes who are 
paying little attention to what is going on in

If you must say 
something, prepare a concise, constructive 
speech before you come to town meeting - 
then when you get before the microphone 
speak up so you can be heard and sit down 
quickly so you can be appreciated.

Capital Improvements Group 
Presents Five- Year Program 


The Winchester Capital Improvements 
Planning Committee expects over the next 
five years to present plans for solid waste 
disposal so the town will comply with federal 
and state environmental requirements, 
renovate school grounds and the town yard 
maintenance facility, further work at 
Leonard Beach and Lockeland Playground 
and acquire land for conservation 

Longer range projects include a new 
central police and fire station. 

These facts were presented to the 1975 
annual town meeting by the CIP committee 
after "devoting a large amount of time to the 
analysis oi historical data concerning capital 
appropriations Of the town," said James B. I. 
Wane, chairman. 

lie notes the committee fell the analysis 
would "aid in making a judgment as to the 
proper balance between capital needs and the 
town’s wlllingniss to pay for those needs, the 
appropriate toiling of projects, and the most 
de-irahle method of paying for them.” 

Total major capital projects for 1975 is 
expected to amount lo $200,000. This is for 
solid waste disposal. 

Added to the capital planning ap 
propriation plan for fiscal 1975 is debt service 
for tiic high school, al $1,403,000; capital 
equipment, at $130,000, and $112,000 for other 
capital expense, making a total of $1,845,000. 

Total major capital projects for fiscal year 
U*77 is expected to include $50,000 for school 
grounds, with $80,000 to tic appropriated for 
each year of 1979 and 19110 

The town yard project would begin in 
fiscal year 1977 with tile spending of $80,000. 
In 1978. the committee would ask to spend 
$60,(100 1979, $50,000 and 1980, $75,000 

The Leonard Beach project would he 
$4(1.000. half spent in 1977. the other half in 

1979 

Upgrading of the Lockeland Playground 
would also be $40,000, to he appropriated in 
1978 In 1980 and beyond. $100,000 is estimated 
lor playground maintenance. 

Plans are to appropriate $25,000 for con¬ 
servation land In three years: 1977, 1979 and 

1980 

The fire and police stations project would 
be delayed until after 1980. Estimates are $2 
million for the fire station, $1 million for the 
police station.

"are very rough." 

Total capital expenses for 1977 through 
1980 is as follows 

1977, $1,714,000. 

1978, $1,595,000 

1979, $1,541,000. 

1980, $1,487,000. 

Lane’s report said the committee 
"believes the town is currently spending in 
excess of an allowable amount for capital 
projects. 

’ It is apparent that for the next three or 
four years, the town should hold its new 
capital commitments to an absolute 
minimum. 

"Those projects which may legally he 
funded from the stabilization fund might well 
he so funded rather than from current 
revenue of bond issues. 

"Saeli amounts could lie restored to the 
stabilization fund in later years when debt 
service declines, if the town desires,” said 
Lane. 

II is report said the committee funds at¬ 
tempted to time the appropriation of funds for 
capital projects in accordance with estimated 
town needs and availability of funds. They 
also recognize the town might well elect to 
advance some projects and defer others. 

"Our estimates and projections are cer¬ 
tainly less accurate for later years than they 
are lor 1976," Lane said. 

The committee hopes the town will adopt 
its conclusion that “we have overspent our 
capital purse, and that (except for unforeseen 
emergency > the advancement of any project 
should bo matched In the deferral of another. 


"Unless that conclusion is shared by town 
meeting," said Lane, "we believe the 
stabilization of the tax rate and the proper 
programming of capital projects cannot be 
served by the work of a Capital 
Improvements Planning Committee.” 

The committee believes the total town 
expenditures and the tax rate are dependent 
on so many factors that any kind of forecast, 
based on other than historical data, would be 
impossible. 

“We do note that with a relatively static 
lax base, in terms of value of real estate in 
constant dollars, the trend is alarming," said 
Lane. 

The committee further notes the capital 
portion of expenditures "is relatively small 
and fixed and of minor impact." 

Lane said. "If Ihe overall trend is to be 
reversed, the growing increases in operating 
expenses must be curtailed." 

This can be done "by a reduction in per¬ 
sonnel, by an increase in performance and 
effectiveness, by restraint in demanding new 
or enlarged services and by serious fiscal 
responsibility in all sectors." he noted. 

"We have observed that several of the 
town’s major capital projects are, in fact, not 
capital in nature but rather accumulated 
deferred maintenance," said Lane 

The committee is hopeful the town will 
take necessary steps in the future to prevent 
the recurrence of these problems since the 
total cost of any maintenance is likely to be 
impaired and or more costly. 

The committee feels there is a need for 
ongoing revision and expansion of a capital 
plan. And until a capital committee is a 
permanent body of the town, as provided by 
the new charter. Lane said it is their hope that 
the present CIP committee will continue.

Women’s Only Fancy 
Dress Was Expected 
To Last Lifetime 

Women's fashion in America at the time of 
the Revolutionary War were copies of 
European styles. 

Small dolls called "fashion babies” were 
dressed in the latest European design and 
shipped to the colonies to be exhibited in 
shops in large cities such as Boston. Soon 
these ideas drifted into smaller towns like ■ 
Winchester. 

The popular dress of the 1770s consisted of 
a bodice and petticoat over which a "sack 
dress” was worn. The skirt of the sack dress 
was tucked up to reveal as much petticoat as 
the lady wishes. 

The petticoat was often richly em¬ 
broidered or quited. The fullness of the dress 
was achieved by using side hoops called 
“panniers.” 

Sleeves were elbow length with lace ruffles 
attached. An important accessory was a 
"fichu," a three-cornored scarf tied around 


the neck or shoulders. Shoes were either 
leather with buckles or the more expensive 
embroidered silk or brocade. 

Dress fabrics for the elegant lady of the 
1899 cenutry were imported demasks, taf¬ 
fetas, chintzes, silks and wollens from 
Europe. Lovely floral prints, stripes and 
solids were popular. 

Even the women of lower economic 
stature had one fancy dress. It was expected 
to last a life time or longer. The dress would 
be handed down to the next generation to be 
mended and restyled. Colonial women usually 
had a very short life span. Men normally 
married two or three times during their 
lifetimes. 

Daily attire for the average woman con¬ 
sisted of a one piece dress, a plain fichu and 
apron. She made her garment literally from 
scratch. Growing, spinning, weaving, dyeing, 
cutting and sewing the fabric herself. 

A cap was worn by all classes of women. 
The more well-to-do women had fancier caps 
with lace and ribbons. The women also wore a 
vesion of the cap to be for warmth. 

During Town Day perhaps you could wear 
the simple cap that colonial women wore two 
hundred years ago. If you already have a long 
dress, add a fichu, apron, and cap. For more 
authenticity, pick a bicentenial pattern from 
any of those offered. 

A homespun effect can be achieved by 
using hopsacking, kettie cloth or any textured 
woven material in solid colors of blue, green, 
yellow, or browns. 

Polished cottons or chintz in florals, solids, 
or stripes would be appropriate for a dressier 
version. If you would like more information 
contact Donna Curtis of 18 Myrtle st.

First Steps For Girls Track Team Are Wobbly

Tom Kline, one of Winchester High 
School’s track coaches, was musing why the 
girls made such a poor showing at the recent 
meet against Belmont. 

“There is definitely a lack of sincerity and 
willingness to work out on the part of some. 
It’s purely a sociul event for others." 

WHS has one track team, a coed, varsity, 
junior varsity conglomerate. 

Although this is the second year girls have 
been on the team, the meet with Belmont was 
their first against another girls’ team. 

Previously they had run with the junior 
varsity boys or by themselves as a special 
event in a boys’ meet. 

Tom Kline and Manny Marshall, the other 
track coach, along with William Colella, 
director of athletics at the high school, took it 


upon themselves to set up some meets with 
other girls. 

According to Colella, it was important for 
the girls to have individual competition. As 
far as Kline is concerned, it wasn’t fair for 
some of the serious girls not to have this kind 
of attention. 

He explained they couldn’t compete fairly 
against boys, and because of their limited 
number could not find other girls with whom 
to compete intensively. 

But now Kline is frustrated. He noted out 
of the 30 girls who joined the track team, 18 
remain. Out of those, five or six play 
seriously. 

"Some are sincere and interested while 
others show up whenever they feel like it. 
Maybe they weren’t aware of the work they’d 
have to put in."

Coach Kline explained it is necessary for 
track members to work on their own. While 
the boys practice lightly the day before a 
meet the girls should be working steadily. 

“Some girls just can't get that through 
their heads," he sighed. “Some have no idea 
of what they’re doing. They go to 
cheerleading practice one day, come here the 
next." 

As far as the skill of the girls go. Coach 
Kline placed about three of them at varsity 
level. This is the first year for most. 

Their whipping by Belmont (100 to 9) was 
embarrassing, but Kline doesn't think it’s any 
worse than that. He considered it a learning 
experience. ''It's not a matter of winning or 
losing. It’s a matter of being prepared for the 
best you can do. Some of those girls hadn’t 
even been to practice!" 

Although Kline stated that unless more 
girls lake their participation on the track 
team more seriously the other two meets will 
-be cancelled, he has no regrets about 
initiating the meets. 

"For a long time women athletes have 
been looked at as though they don't belong in 
society. Athletics is feminine, graceful." 

Colella appeared to take the girls' track 
team's predicament in stride. “Belmont had 
their own girls' coach. It's difficult to com¬ 
pete against a lot more girls," he remarked 
regarding Belmont’s girls' team of 70 com¬ 
pared to Winchester’s 20. 

"Now they’ve got an idea of an individual 
meet and the competition involved. Overall 
the girls are doing very well. They can't do it 
all at once." 

Coach Kline isn't asking them to. He does, 
however, want them to learn "there is a lot 
more to running than just running. Timing, 
skill, stride and attitude need to be 
developed." 

He is afraid of the situation harming girls' 


athletics in general and meanwhile hurting 
the boys' track team, by needlessly taking up 
the time of the coaches. 

Although he fears part of the problem is 
that the more serious girls convinced the less 
devoted ones to try out for track, the girls all 
seemed to have a great deal of feeling for the 
sport. 

They think of it as a challenge. All like the 
idea of its being individualized. “It’s each’ 
man for himself," said team member Renee 
George. 

Reasons for joining the team were varied. 
"I wanted to lose weight and be involved in 
something,” commented Hope Stavros. 

"I like to run but 1 don't play softball," 
said Renee. "Also I though it would be a 
challenge. No one was in it. It was sort of 
closed." 

"I like the idea of working by yourself,” 
offered Amy Goodman. 

The girls have ideas about the source of 
the problems the track team faces 

"A lot of girls don't know girls are allowed 
to join,” said one. 

"Maybe they’re too embarrassed. I know I 
was afraid in the beginning I'd be the only 
girl," commented another. 

"Some aren’t involved because they think 
it's such hard work," said her teammate 

From whatever the adversity stems, the 
girls agreed on one thing: the team will 
remain poor and the games will be a 
repetition of the last one until more girls join 

The fact that the team is coeducational 
seems to bother neither girls nor boys. "It's 
like the girls are hardly here," noted one 
male track team member. 

"I think they should start junior high girls 
in track," another stated 

Coach Kline commented on the way the 
girls and boys spur each other on and give 
each other pointers

James Speaks To 
Advisory Council 


Twenty-two members of a proposed 40- 
member Winchester Hospital community 
advisory council met for the first time 
recently and heard the administrator call for 
greater communication. 

The purpose of the council is to provide an 
opportunity for discussion by the hospital 
administrator and representatives from the 
communities served by the hospital, creating 
a continuing channel of communication with 
representatives of Winchester Hospital's 
service area. 

Membership on the council includes 
representatives from each of the precincts in 
Winchester, Reading and Wilmington and 
additional members as may he asked to 
serve, not to exceed a total of 40 

In reviewing the purpose of the council 
with those present, hospital administrator 
Reese K James explained, "Communication 
is our theme We are looking for in-put from 
those communities served by the hospital on 
ways we can better meet the area's health 
needs." 

"The new trend today is for hospitals to 
move out of their traditional role and assume 
a new role, that of the hospital without walls, 
bringing the hospital into the community

A question-and-answer tree and an en¬ 
dangered species display that lights up with a 
smile are among the imaginative exhibits in a 
four-week ecology program underway in 
Winchester schools. 

Participating in the program sponsored by 
the Winchester Environmental Protection 
Association are the nine elementary schools 
and St. Mary’s Crammer School. 

Ten rotating displays change weekly on 
green plants, endangered species, water and 
recycling. 

A tree with red and green cardboard fruits 
explains the importance of green plants. 

An endangered species board lights up 
when children associate, an animal with its 
proper description. 

Animals receiving special attention are 
eagles, wolves and whales. 

A photographic water exhibit has been set 
up with the cooperation of the town's Board of 
Health and the Water and Sewer Department, 
focusing on local water situations. 

A recycling display by Girl Scouts depicts 
the extent of waste nationally and shows how 
material is recycled at the Winchester in¬ 
cinerator. 

Children are urged to reuse items at home 
such as old Christmas cards and onion bags. 

Several schools are conducting a scrap 
aluminum drive. 

Complementing the displays are eco- 


boxes. given to the schools for permanent use. 
The boxes, especially designed for elemen¬ 
tary school children, contain materials on the 
subjects emphasized in the displays plus 
information on energy. 

In conjunction with the ecology program, 
45 elementary school teachers will attend a 
seminar at the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society center in Lincoln on May 20. 

Charles Roth, the society's educational 
director, will discuss methods of presenting 
environmental studies to children. 

This year’s WEPA program is its most 
ambitious yet. Founded in 1972, the 
organization first sponsored a community 
cleanup providing litter baskets and 
organizing crews to pick up litter in Win¬ 
chester Center. 

WEPA also introduced Arbor Day, one day 
each spring devoted to the beautification of 
school grounds. 

Recycling at the town incinerator is also a 
WEPA project. A shed for discarded 
matresses and bedsprings has been added 
recently. The material is picked up by a 
dealer who pays the town. 

Also recycled are glass, cans, newspapers 
and rags. A container is provided for 
donations to Morgan Memorial. 

Lenore Frazier, WEPA chairman, has 
been assisted in the current school ecology 
program by Randv Bairnsfather, Ellen 
Riggs, Evelyn Trageser, William Burrows 
and Cliff llammel.

Many Winchester women are shaking out 
the winter doldrums in two of the town’s more 
popular adult education classes Yoga I and 
Yoga II. Teacher of these beginning and in¬ 
termediate classes is Jean Biggar, whose 
cheerful presence and artful teaching 
methods have been drawing women to 
Winchester High School since 1970, when the 
popular course began. 

According to Mrs. Biggar, the word yoga 
means “a unity, a union. I teach Hatha yoga, 
an off-shoot of the Raja system, which means 
learning to control the body to make ii strong, 
supple and healthy. 

"This is done by a series of simple, 
relaxing exercises and by concentrating on 
breathing during the exercises. The ultimate 
aim of yoga is a union of mind, body and 
spirit, with all energies pointed in one 
direction.” 

Mrs. Biggar began her own study of yoga 
eight years ago at a time in her life "when I 
seemed to be searching for something I 
caught just the very end sentence of a 
television interview with Jess Steam, author 
of ‘Yoga, Youth and Reincarnation,' a hook 
about Boston’s nationally known yoga 
teacher, Marcia Moore. 

"My father had been interested in Yoga, in 
Kngland where I grew up, but, was of the old 
school that kept it to himself lie had taught 
me some breathing exercises but when you 
are 19 years old you're not going to look to 
your father for advice 

"I taught myself for a whole year from 
Jess Steam's book, studying the postures 
When I came to the headstand, I just couldn't 
doit myself. In desperation, I wrote to Marcia 
Moore, who was then living in Maine She sent 
me the address of teachers living in the 
area," 

Mrs. Biggar, mother of 23-nnd 19-year old 
sons, and looking nowhere near her age, litis 
gained as much personal benefit from yoga as 
any of her students. "When you’ve learned to 
master the breathing, the calmness that 
comes from this rubs off into your entire life 

"The trivalitics aren't as big It's almost 
as though the nerve endings aren’t as raw and 
you are better able to decide what is worth 
worrying about. You become more attuned to 
what you need, feel more energized and 
alive." 

Benefits to students in her class have also 
been obvious to this seasoned teacher. "I’ve 
had people say that their back feels much 
better and stronger and pains have 
diminished, but only it they've done their 
homework, that is, exercised every day 

“You actually can see the improvement 
The whole being benefits from yoga and that 
is what is intended. You can't separate one 
segment from another. Your breathing 
system is improved and you become more 
aware of your body rather than taking it for 
granted as a machine." 

Mrs Biggar has seen a change in public 
attitude toward yoga, which was once viewed 
as a slightly esoteric pastime "People used 
to think if you look yoga that you'd end up 
contorted in difficult postures, or chanting all 
day and contemplating your navel 

“Now people from all walks of life are in 
the classes Ages run from teenagers to 
grandmothers, all doing the same tiling but 
getting benefits for their own particular body. 
There is no emphasis on competition 

"The exercises are simple and relaxing 
because each person does Tinly what she is 
capable of doing. It’s not a sissy form of 
exercise, but men in the classes are few. The 
few who have been there have been good at 
sticking it out, when they are such a 
minority."

a week, getting students mostly by word of 
mouth. "I did advertise in the newspaper but 
got only two students that way. I don’t think I 
would have responded to an ad either. 

“Although people are becoming more 
aware of yoga through other disciplines such 
as transcendental meditation, many are still 
shy about stepping into an unfamiliar area. It 
is through personal recommendation that 
most people come to my classes." 

The classes have steadily grown until 
today she teaches six times a week, with 
instruction for both beginners and in¬ 
termediates. 

She teaches several evening classes 
because of the high demand for class lime by- 
working women. As with the adult education 
classes, most students are women. Mrs. 
Pliaro loo finds that men tire sceptical of 
yoga, probably because they are unaware of 
the benefits of the exercises and yogic 
breathing, which Mrs. Pliaro sees as central 
lo the practice of yoga. 

“You use all three lobes of your lungs and 
learn to correlate breathing with your body 
movements. There is no deep mystery to the 
process of complete breathing. You are 
getting more oxygen to your body. Since the 
body needs more oxygen, the process is both 
relaxing and energizing.” 

Mrs. Pliaro lias found great satisfaction 
from teaching. "I’m teaching because I like 
working with people. I feel that the yoga 
philosophy is something people can use lo 
help themselves. I find a lol of happiness and 
satisfaction in seeing people grow and 
change. 

"The most important thing is the look on 
their faces. They come in with all (he worries 
ol the world showing on their faces and leave 
with a serene smile. It’s very good to see this. 

“Life should not be the noisy, hectic 
confusion that people make it. It can lie 
organized, disciplined and calm, i think that 
this is why yoga is becoming so popular in the 
United States now. People find that you can 
give then a good feeling and that is what 
they're looking for."

Leash Referendum 
Fails; Fines Illegal? 


According to another Winchester dog 
lover, Claudia Kelty Edgeil. there is a bill 
uwailing action in the legislature to increase 
the fee to $3. 

She noted: “The money for the increase in 
the lease law hours cunnol come out of a 
‘raise 1 in the S2a day, nor can it come out of a 
raise in the fines for violating the leash law 
since tfial money must go to the dog fund in 
each county!'' 

By increasing (he daily fee, the town 
mulcting had fioped lo pay for increased costs 
due to extending the 24-hour leash-law 

Mrs. Edged said that county dog funds 
accrue from license fees paid by dog owners 
as well as from fines for leash law violations 

She added that after the dog officers get 
their $2 a day, an all oilier dog related costs 
are paid for, the remainder of the county dog 
funds are distributed In the towns und cities 
“for schools and libraries." 

She commented "In other words, dog 
owners ore paying not only for the care of 
dogs in the pounds and all dog-related costs, 
hut they are paying for libraries and schools 
with their flog license money." 

The 24-hour leiish law was sponsored at 
town meeting hy Town Meeting Member 
Vincent Carroll, who nlso sponsored the 12- 
hour law He succeeded in passing the 12-hour 
law following favorable action by a 
referendum 

The town meeting vole in favor of ex¬ 
tension was ti:i to 45 There was little said in 
opposilion. 

If the $H fee Is declared illegal, dog owners 
whose pets are caught In violation of the new 
leash law will slill he subject to another set of 
stifi penalties 

A town meeting last fall voted to Increase 
court fines to $10 for n first offense, $15 for a 
second and $20 for a third. 

There is no appeal Those fines are ex¬ 
pected to go Into effect this summer. They 
ure waiting final upproval from the attorney 
ocneral. 

The prcsenl court ftneB are: first offense, 
dismissal on nppearnnee; second, $2; third. 
$5 und fourth, $10 Those are being doubled 
approximately under the new schedule. 


Winchester dng-lovers have been un¬ 
successful in a last-ditch referendum drive to 
overturn the 24-hour leash law hut may 
succeed in rescinding heavy fines for 
violators. 

A drive led by Kay Cardin of the Win¬ 
chester Auxiliary MSPCA too oblain enough 
signatures to put the 24-hour law on the ballot 
failed.

Fells Friends 
Add Zoo Area 
To Concerns 

Friends of the Fells, an organization 
dedicated to denning up the Middlesex Fells, 
Is gaining momentum by urea residents. 

After recent publicity marked by citizen 
petitions lo clour up an unofficial dumping 
sile located off Middle roud In the Fells area, 
Charles II. Carlson of Hillcrest parkway 
received word of another dump on Whip Hill 
road In the vicinity of the MDC zoo in 
Stoncham. 

The Informant, Joseph Moynihan of 
Medford, wrote Carlson commending Ihe 
Friends group and said Ihe entire Middlesex 
Fells reservation is In "god-awful condition," 

Moynihan suggested (!ov, Michael 
Dukakis und new MDC Cmsr. William J, 
Byrne Jr. of Winchester und associates 
conduct our to special points which "have 
gone unnoticed by Ihe Commission for almost 
four decades," 

Of particular Interest, sold Moynihan, Is 
the dump on Whip Hill road, the area around 
the central services garages, the Stoncham 
zoo with emphasis on the aviary and elephant 
houses, Crystal Springs and dirty conditions 


of the woodlands. 

Carlson visited the sites mentioned by 
Moynihan and found "layer upon layer of 
every imaginable kind of debris dumped over 
a brood area bordering on wetlands." 

In a letter to Cmsr. Byrne afterwards, 
Curlson said,"The appearance of this location 
seems lo indlcnle this is an MDC work area 
adjacent to the Division of Parks and 
Recreation The debris cun be cleaned up." 
he said, "however this will require con¬ 
siderable work." 

According to Carlson, the major ob- 
jecllnnable dumping spots are Whip Hill road 
nod Middle road. 

There are six smaller unsightly dumping 
areas These are on South Dntn road, Border 
road (path), Middle road. Red Cross path, 
Hear lllll road, and South Border roud 

In the Bear Hill road vicinity, Curlson 
said, many trees huve been cut down One 
afternoon he witnessed a pickup Iruck leaving 
the urea with stacks of logs In the buck 

Tn communication with Byrne, Carlson 
suggested barriers lie placed across access 
ruuds to the Fells lo prohibit cnlrance of 
unauthorized vehicles This would Include 
contractors who ure dumping and en¬ 
trepreneurs who have established logging 
operalIon curcers In the Fells, said Carlson.

Selectmen To 
Make Decisions 
On 2 Licenses 

Selectmen will make final deacisions on 
granting a common victualler’s license to A. 
Joseph Scotli of Wihchestcr and a second¬ 
hand motor vehicle license to Lawrence M. 
Dooley of Arlington nest Thursday. 

Initial hearings for such licenses were held 
Monday night. 

A common victualler’s license to Scotti 
would have a new sandwich and gourmet 
foods restaurant at 5 Converse pi Dooley’s 
license would pave the way for his selling 
antique automobiles at 31 Holton st. 

Speaking for his brother who would 
operate the sandwich shop. Michael Scotti. 
insurance agent, said the restaurant would 
feature beef sandwiches, hot soups, salads 
and cold cuts There would be a seating 
capacity for 40 diners. 

lie said the shop would cater to persons 
already in the center for shopping or business 
purposes and therefore should not bring forth 
extra traffic. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar reminded the 
Scotti brothers and his associates, who in 
discussion appeared to favor granting the 
license, or the past many months and 
selectmen’s refusal to grant licenses to others 
who have wanted to open eating establish¬ 
ments in Ihe center. 

Dunbar seemed to feel granting a license 
to Scotti would result in more applicants for 
common victualler’s licenses to do business in 
the center. In the past selectmen and a task 
force on revitalizing Winchester Center were 
aiming toward bringing in retail businesses 
other than eating or service-oriented types, 

Before granting the license, selectmen 
derided to check with the fire chief to be sure 
(he premises can handle 40-customers. They 
will also check with the Winchester Business 
Association for their comments. 

L,awrence Dooley told selectmen his plans 
are to use the Holton street property as a 
show place for the sale of antique cars 

An owner of eight ears, Dooley said he 
would submit to almost any reslirctions his 
license might impose even to the point of 
having as few as two cars on the property ala 
time and he would keep them indoors if 
necessary. 

lie assured selectmen lie does not have 
plans to do repair or body work, that such 
work would be done in another town where he 
is employed with an automobile firm 

And. said Dooley, he would adhere to rules 
regarding business operation hours. 

Before granting the license, selectmen 
said Ihcy want to check with personnel of the 
Building Department concerning zoning of 
the properly.

Put Us In Danger 

K 1 HTOH 01 - 'NIK ST All: 

The liberation of Vietnam from the grip of 
American imperialism was a humiliating 
experience for Sec. Kissinger, Pres. Ford and 
other government leaders 

It was, therefore, not surprising that so 
soon after this crushing defeat the US became 
involved in an incident which allowed us to 
show ourselves and the world that we were 
still a strong and fearsome power. 

Our government asks us to believe the 
capture of the Mayaguez by the Cambodians 
was an unprovoked act of piracy by a small 
country whose power had gone to its heud and 
the resolution of this incident by the use of 
force was an act of wisdom. 

The American posture of complete in 
nocence is not credible in the light of its past 
harassment of Cambodia since the new 
government took power April 17. The Cam¬ 
bodians have protested US interference and 
spying, .and reported they had captured 
several small spying boats camouflaged as 
fishing boats and manned by Thais who 
claimed connections with the CIA 

The US knew it was provocative by 
allowing the Mayaguez to he within an area 
the Cambodians claimed lo be their 
territorial waters, that the Cambodians had 
well founded reasons lo fear what the US 
might be doing and Unit there were com¬ 
plicated questions of internalional law at 
issue 

We can be relieved and gratified the crew 
is safe It is, however, important to 
acknowledge that it was the US which ex¬ 
posed them to the risk and further risked their 
lives with a military response. . 

.. The sovereignly of the government of 
Thailand was challenged by our refusal lo 
pursue diplomatic channels 

II is as if we have learned nothing in the 
last Id years We still are in pursuit of a 
foreign policy whose chief objective is to keep 
afloat a multi-national corporate economic 
system which has grown exploitive and un¬ 
workable and which relies for its success 


upon the control of the political and economic 
systems of other countries 

Wc will not be able lo avoid other incidents 
like the Maynguez unless we change our view' 
of our role in the; world unless we stop the 
interference in other countries like Cam¬ 
bodia- and allow them to work out their in¬ 
dependence as we did 

If we could do this we would them not need 
to engage in .John Wayne-type adventures 
which put us all at risk.

Passage Of Equal Rights: 
Return To Neuter-Sexed

The Constitution must nut he amended for 
trivial or transient considerations The Kqual 
Fights Amendment is such a consideration. 

The proper function of a constitutional 
amendment is to protect minorities from 
being imposed on by the majority and to 
protect the unenfranchised against im¬ 
position by the enfranchised Women, 
however, arc neither a minority nor unen¬ 
franchised Women arc a majority, thus, 
changes in the status of women will affecl 
most of the population rather than a small 
part. 

The principle of women’s equality is 
already embodied in the Fifth and Fourteenth 
Amendments lo tin* United States Con¬ 
stitution In the labor market, women have 
been accorded equal rights by the Kqual Fay 
Ad. by Title VII of the Civil llights Act and by 
tin executive order administered through the 
Office of Federal Contracts Compliance. 

The passage of the Kqual Rights Amend¬ 
ment would be the climax of a social 
revolution which will return men and women 
legally lo the condition of neuler-sexed 
amoebae. 

Society is now socially restructured by the 
change in sexual morality With the passage 
of the KRA. society will he legally restruc¬ 
tured by the change in the traditional nuclear 
family that is, the married mother and 
father with their children 

The present legal structure of domestic 
relations represents the incorporation into 
law of social and religious views or the proper 
roles for men anil women with respect to 
family life 

Changing social attitudes are breaking 
down these rigid stereotypes. Legal concepts 
are formalized urliculnlions of culturally 
maintained attitudes which enforce the al¬ 
titudes they express 

The KRA would prohibit dictating dif¬ 
ferent roles for men and women within Ihe 
family on the basis of their sex Men and 
women would he required to hear equal 
responsibility for the support and nurture of 
their childrn 

Today, husbands are primarily liable for 
Ihe support of their wives and children 
Criminal nonsupporl laws are the legal 
system's technique for enforcing the 
husband’s duty of support Courts would have 
to strike down nonsupport laws which impose 
the duty of support on men only. 

The KRA would not permit the legal 
requirement, or even a legal presumption, 
that a woman lakes her husband's nun 
the time uf marriage The legal barriers 
would he removed for a woman who wanted to 
use a naige that was not her husband’s 

The state could not require that a child's 
last name be the same as his or her father's or 
the same as his or her mother’s. 

Married women would have the same 
independent right to choice of domicile as 
married men now have The traditional rule 
is that (he domicile of legitimate children is

the same ns their father’s. The KRA would 
not permit this result As stale would have lo 
devise a sex-neutral basis for determining a 
child’s domicile. 

The KRA must take its place in the total 
framework of Ihe Constitution and lit into the 
remainder of the constitutional structure Of 
particular importance is Ihe relation of the 
new amendment lo the constitutional right of 
privacy. 

The scope and implication of the right to 
privacy have not yet been fully developed by 
the courts Will Ihe consilutitional right of 
privacy prevail over other portions of the 
Constitution embodying the laws of society in 
its collective capacity? The answer will have 
an important impact in the operation of the 
KRA 

Freedom of association is a eonstututional 
right enjoying recognition even longer and 
firmer than privacy It has been invoked 
without avail, as has the interest in privacy, 
to blunt the force of equal protection in the 
field of racial separation. Is it to have greater 
recognition (as in the area of public 
education) where relations between the sexes 
are concerned? 

The federal Kqual Rights Amendment will 
result in substantial changes in our military 
institutions Women will be subject to the 
draft, ami the requirements for enlistment 
will he the same for both sexes. 

Women will serve in all kinds of units, and 
they will be eligible for combal duty. The 
requirement for serving in war time will he as 
unattractive and painful for some women as il 
now is for some men As long as anyone has to 
perform military functions, all members of 
the community will be susceptible lo call 

The desire to open opportunities to some 
women can be achieved without the price of 
removing the protection of others A very 
large part of Ihe female population still finds 
fulfillment in the role as Ihe bearers and 
raisers of children and the keepers of their 
lioines. 

They do no not accept the premise that our 
present legal structure has confined lhem to 
an inferior status. Motherhood is their glory 
and satisfaction. Not all women wish to 
surrender the special legal protection anil 
privileges presently accorded them. 

The KRA attempts to impose a single 
standard of sameness on the position of the 
sexes in all Ihe multifarious roles regulated 
by luw. It is a demand for legal "unisex" by 
constitutional mandate 

However, there are physiological and 
biological differences between men and 
women that are not subject to eradication 
even by constitutional amendment The ERA 
will prohibit the legal consideration of Ihe 
difference. Men and women have the right not 
to he legally neulercd,

EnKa Fair Brings Out The 
Small Town In Winchester

Winchester is not typical small-town USA Nor is there likely any one town that 
embodies our image of small-town USA Hut events like Iasi weekend’s EnKu fair 
make Winchester seem like typical small-town USA 

Winchester is, in fact, a small town That's evident from watching the people who 
attended the fair They weren’t strangers to one another. Though they may not have 
known everybody by first name, most seemed to know at least a few other people. And 
under such friendly influences as a carnival and parade, people's urban hostility is 
broken down—which makes it easier to sec Ihe small town encompassed in Win¬ 
chester 

The loyalties ol residents of seemingly homogeneous suburban communities are 
widely dispersed in this mobile age The political events in Congress are more 
familiar to the average Winchester resident than what’s on the docket of the Win¬ 
chester Hoard of Selectmen. 

The Winchester Theatre plays to empty seals while [x-ople who live within walking 
distance pay five times as much in money and endurance lo see the same picture in 
Boston a month earlier 

Our friends are determined largely by choice and not because we live next to them. 
And if they live in Weymouth, a ao-minule drive away, that’s of small importance. Our 
families too. are scattered not just among Boston's outlying communities, but 
among Hie other states anil somclnragn emialnes. 

The world will nevei lie the same again and if you think carefully about that you 
wouldn't want it to be the same Never in history has there been such respect for 
minority positions whether ni race, sex. religious or philisophical and political or 
social 

Our growing internationalism has taken its toll, however, and we see that during 
events like the EnKa carnival when what we have lost reappears for a moment. That 
something lost is. of course, community 

It's a hard word to define and explain because il means so many different things 
and its meaning differs many. Let it best be called a spirit of belonging There has 
been no replacement for this feeling of community qone from urban America. 

I have the feeling that some of the impulses behind joining a cause come from a 
void left by the neglected "community." This is not to yearn for the isolated rural 
communities of half a century ago Their stultifying atmosphere of conformity 
doubtless killed the spirit of any exuberant thinker. 

Bui it is a wish that in a place such as Winchester that Is a small town and is easily 
identifiable as one community, there would be more of it. 

EnKa has a long and dedicated history of doing just that, Having fun promotes 
better understanding. Note Rep Sherman W Saltmarsh Jr. "working" at the 
basketball game (and getting some opinions from his constituents), 

Note Police Officer Frankie Vozzella talking with some of the youths who hung 
around the center. Note the many families out together, Note how many brothers and 
sisters are logether. 

The town should be grateful to the KnKa organization and its hard-working 
committee. People need to get lo know each other belter (get lo know each other at 
all!) in towns like Winchester And the EnKa fair just past and the Town Day 
celebration coming lip June 7 and 8 help quite a bit.

I'm beginning to hear some ideas around 
from people on what might be done. I think 
whatever is done will only be temporary since 
(own meeting is on the way out. 

In 10 years there won't be a town meeting 
But meanwhile the new charter dictates town 
meeting as our essential form of government. 
Maybe some of our readers can put their 
thoughts together and write us a column on 
the subject.

The union local representing the town’s 
public works-type workers has complained lo 
the selectmen that recently an employee was 
struck by a vehicle during the hours when the 
dump is supposed to be closed. “It would 
seem to me that it might be the function and 
responsibility of Ihe Board of Selectmen to 
either enforce this stated policy or remove the 
sign and notify Ihe local news media of any 
possible change of policy.” 

The dump, of course, is supposed to he 
closed from 7a.m, lo t p.m. Monday when the 
incident happened though town workers 
might he on duty

During the hot days this week the swim¬ 
ming pool being built by Highway Supt. 
Robert O'Brien at his home al 57 Loring 
avenue seems enviable. 

But, alas, the public will not be able lo 
partake of its cooling waters as it is a private 
pool being built with private funds and 
private equipment.

Winchester’s Memorial Day parade is 
Monday (a holiday). Many of us hope the 
town can show some appreciation lo the 
veterans who will march by turning out to 
watch them. 

In fact, some of Ihe veterans who should be 
marching are sometimes watching, we are 
told. They are certainly invited to participate 
in the ceremonies, says parade director Jake 
Horn.

The Star is in receipt of this tome: 
“Evaluation of the U.S. Railway 
Association’s Preliminary System Plan,” of 
which The Star has absolutely no use. 

I wonder what it costs the government lo 
mail one of these things probably to every 
newspaper in the country. There's not even a 
remote connection with Winchester. The book 
is over 500 pages. 

Probably in Washington the media claims 
it doesn't get enough information—or at least 
enough of the right kind.

Development of Blueberry Hill in Woburn 
is of some concern to Winchester. The latest 
on the proposal is a move by Woburn to make 
Ihe land conservation. 

An alderman has the city council voted S-3 
to take the 50 acres for conservation.

George Whitten of Winchester has pending 
plans before the Woburn planning board 
seeking a subdivision of the entire tract near 
the Winchester line with the intent of laying 
out 85 house lots, 

Whitten was quoled in The Woburn Times 
as saying: "Sure I’ll sell it to the city. But it’s 
worth more than half a million dollars.”

Town engineer John Cinrcin outlined to 
selectmen various prospects for utilizing 
additional space for town offices. 

First, said Uiarcia, there are three basic 
questions to keep in mind: Considering the 
present building (Town Hall), how much 
more does the town want to spend, should 
public works continue to lie split between the 
Town Hall and the town yard or should it all 
tie at the yard; and is a temporary or per¬ 
manent solution sought" 

Leaving the questions in the minds of 
selectmen!. Uiarcia suggested lo various 
minim moves of desks and offices within the 
Town Hall which might reap a small aninuiil 
of additional office space 

He pointed to the third floor of the Town 
Hall which would provide 7(H) sq ft of space, 
but, said Uiarcia. an elevator would need to be 
installed if this approach was pursued. 

lie said the Town Hall auditorium, as in 
the past, could lie a means of gaining more 
space. But since the problem would be with 
town officials for from three lo live years (the 
time before the new town yard would he 
completed), money would have to tie spent to 
put the auditorium in shape The amount of 
money, he said, would be as much as might lie 
needed for a 1,001) sq ft. addition to tile Town 
Hall 

Selectineiit were dead against an addition 
and noted their desire to obtain additional 
space in town-owned properly other than the 
Town Hall 

The new Lincoln School, noted by select¬ 
men! chairman Lawrence E. Smith was his 
choice fora solution, was rejected by Uiarcia 
who said Ihe flow of the public with school 
Iraffic “is a poor marriage." 

Uiarcia said areas of Ihe school could be 
blocked off from school traffic however to 
make the plan feasible 

Selectmen!, who will weigh the various 
possibilities, were in agreement to seek ad¬ 
ditional space outside the Town Hall They 
voted lo grant permission to the Winlon Club 
to conduct their annual cabaret in the Town 
Hall next January 

Town Manager 

John McElwee. chairman of the ad hoc 
committee for selection of a new town 
manager, told seleclment Monday night his 
committee, which lias received 70 ap¬ 


plications thus far, expects to have a roster of 
highly qualified candidates selectmen by 
-tune 15. 

McElwee said candidates are from 
various parts of the nation and show “im¬ 
pressive credentials’ 1 and "extensive ex¬ 
perience of professional quality." 

Describing the methodology used by his 
committee, McElwee said applicants are 
being placed in categories from highly 
probable to least probable. 

In their attempt to continue lo hold their 
meetings in open session, he said, the com 
mittee is using a code system to achieve 
confidentiality. 

Thus far 55 of the candidates have 
received acknowledgments and before the 
week is out, the remaining candidates will 
receive acknowledgments, he said. 

McElwee alerted selectmen he expects air 
travel expense for seven or eight of the 
candidates may be needed in addition to the 
S2.500 already set aside for advertisements 
and other costs in seeking the new town 
manager 

On June 2, a sub-committee of the 
McElwee group will meet again with select¬ 
men! to report on further progress and to 
answer special questions.

A Hose Carriage, 

To Be In I > arade 


One of Winchester's finest historic relics is 
a hand-drawn hose carriage called the Mack 
Horse No. II Winchester’s acquisition of the 
Black Horse No II along with four other horse 
carriages and a steam fire engine in 1B72 war, 
a major step in the town's attempt to upgrade 
its fire department 

The first method of lire prevention used in 
Ihc town was the bucket brigade In 1835 
Medford assigned a very primitive fire engine 
known ns the Grass Hopper to protect 
residents in the northwestern area of present 
day Winchester. 

In 1840South Woburn demanded belter fire 
protection and received the services of the 
Water Witch It was replaced by the 
Washington, the first engine to be maimed by 
a company. 

Winchester was incorporated in 1850, The 
engine from Woburn was withdrawn and the 
town purchased its own machine at a eosl of 
$1,329.75. Its name was the Excelsior No I 

The Excelsior was often taken to 
“firemen’s musters’’ in other towns. These 
were social affairs and a popular en¬ 
tertainment Twenty or 3(1 different towns 
would participate There were parades, 
firemen's balls and a “pluy out" contest" to 
determine which engine could throw a stream 
of water the farthest 

Excelsior's most distinguished showing 
was at Portsmouth, N II , -Sepl 21. IB7I The 
company won the "play oul" contest sur¬ 
passing a field of- 25. Arriving home, the 
company received an enthusiastic welcome 
"•nnpletowith cheering crowds, ringing bells, 
blowing whistles, hands, a parade and 
speeches. 

Soon Winchester outgrew the Rxcelsior’s 
capacities After several disastrous fires the 
town voted to purchase the steam engine and 
the five hand-drawn hose carriages 

The introduction of a water hydrant 
system in 1875, and tin- fire-alarm telegraph 
system in Ittlllt greatly aided fire fighters

The fire department finally convinced the 
town to keep horses stabled close enough for 
efficient use of the steam engine, in 1892 The 
town soon discovered that hand-drawn 
carriages were no longer needed 

Black Horse No. II is the only remaining 
hand drawn engine of the five once owned by 
Winchester. According to .lohn Cleary of the 
Winchester Fire Department, it is the only 
lolly restored handdrawn hose rail on the 
east coast Tin; engine is normally stored at 
the bars Anderson Museum of Transportation 
in Brookline 

Black Horse No II will represent Win 
Chester in the Medford parade May 31, the 
Charlestown bicentennial parade in June and 
the Sloneham bicentennial parade and 
muster this tall II will also appear in the 
Town Day parade and afterwards be placed 
on exhibit

John P. Fallon 
Jr was voted Fallon has been serving in the 
last year as director of administrative ser¬ 
vices 

The title change and contract carry no 
increase in his $22,000 a year salary.

Boodakian said the Planning Board and 
Board of Appeal had hoped to work out a 
variance with Riess (to bypass town meeting) 
but after Board of Appeal site plan approval 
that was found impossible 

The Planning Board Chairman called I he 
proposal the "first real concrete sign of any 
real activity in the center." 

Ho was appearing with Bless before the 
Board of Selectmen Tuesday lo try and find 
out when the selectmen intend to call the next 
special town meeting 

The selectmen still don’t know when they 
will call a summer special. They said they 
would decide at a special Saturday meeting of 
I heir hoard this week 

Chairman Lawrence T Smith poinled out 
to Boodakian that lo appear before town 
meeting "without adequate preparation could 
hurt the cause" (center rehabilitation).

recall proceedings Tuesday until after a 
decision is made on their appeal. 

Judge Vincent Brogna said the cast 1 is a 
> lose one and lie had difficulty in ruling that 
recall ol three Winchester School Committee 
members is legal. 

Brogna said he (eels the case should be 
appealed lo a higher court and therefore 
granted the request for a stay pending the 
appeal. 

Last week lie ruled that Town Clerk Elsie 
M Nelson must go ahead and issue forms for 
recall petitions against Commilteepersons 
Stephen It. Parkhursl. Catherine B. Fallon 
ami Richard I. Pham 

Brogna ruled that recall against Com¬ 
mitteeman Robert S Frank Jr. cannot take 
place until three months after lie has been in 
office —Aug I (ns provided in the new 
chat ter). 

The actual complaint was brought by 
Margaret Galvin on behalf of Citizens for 
Responsible Education in Winchester (Crew) 
'gainst Town Clerk Nelson. 

Mrs. Nelson, oil advise of the town counsel, 
had refused to issue recall petitions after 
having received the ueecssarv citizen 
petitions. 

Judge Brogna ruled (last week that those 
■ ilizen petitions ("nltidjvits"> were legal He 
said the petitions comply wilh the provisions 
"I the charter 

llesaid the voters who signed I lie petitions 
must have been aware of their importance 
because of the way the petitions were worried 

As to whether recall cannot move ahead 
because the town is not divided into eight 
voting districts las provided in the new 
charier), tlx- judge said that because 
establishment of the eight districts is cf- 
teetivo for the 1970 annual election "and 
l ecause there is no exception made for recall 
(irocerture” that recall is effective on its 
adoption by the voters. 

Brogna also noted that the charter voted 
into law in March also slates that unless 
otherwise ptovided the charier is effective 
immediately. (No eflective dale is staled in 
(lie charter on recall.) 

He ruled that 25 signatures I rum each of 
the town’s present six precincts is sufficient 
lor the affidavits "to give effect lo the un¬ 
derlying purpose, namely, that a recall 
petition have towmvide spoil rather than 
reflect localized pique " 

He found recall of elected officials ((in¬ 
sistent with stale law "I lint) and rule that the 
power lo provide for the recall of elected 
officials is one which Hie General Court has 
(he power lo confer upon cities and towns; 
and I rule that it is not inconsistent will) the 
constitution or laws enacted by the General 
Court 

He added that under the home-rule 
amendment and additional statutes (lie 
legislature has granted towns and cities the 
power to adopt recall provisions through 
charter amendments. 

He noted the wording of the preamble to 
Hie home rule amendment, as lollows 

“It is the intention of ibis article to reaf¬ 
firm the customary and traditional liberties 
of the people wilh respect to the conduct of 
their local government, and to grant and 
confirm to the people of every city and town 
the right of self-government in local mat¬ 
ters...” 


Brogna added his own thought: "The 
recall is an old American custom, dating back 
to the Confederation of the Iroquois." 

Though Judge Brogna ruled that Frank is 
mil subject to recall until after Aug. 1, he 
ordered Town Clerk Nelson to issue petition 
blanks for the recall of Frank along with 
I’arkhurst. Fallon and Pharo. 

Mrs. Galvin, representing Crew, was at 
the town clerk's office Tuesday lo receive 
(hose petition blanks. Hut because Brogna 
had scheduled a hearing for loday in New 
Bedford (where is now sitting) on the motion 
for a stay in his order he had notified the town 
clerk (through Frank) not to issue recall 
blanks 

At Superior Court in New Bedford on 
Tuesdax were Committeeman Frank and 
lame McGovern, representing the School 
Commillce members whose recall is sought 
Frank represented himself. 

The position or Hie commltteepersons in 
requesting the slay (delay in a legal order) 
was lliat if recall proceeded before a decision 
had been issued on the appeal "we would be 
deprived of our appelate rights." 

The next step in what is becoming a drama 
of epic lengths is the scheduling of the appeal 
m Appelate Court Such a hearing is not ex 
peeled before the fall 

If the case is heard in the tall, it would still 
likely he some lime before the appelate judge 
would make a decision. The earliest some 
involved in the ease feel a decision can be 
made will lie November or December. 

If that is the situation, then the recall of 
Committeemen I’haro and Pnrkhurst will be 
invalid since the new charter states ttiat an 
official cannot tie impeached within six 
months of his leaving office. 

Pnrkhurst and i’haro's terms of office 
expire in 1970 That would leave only Fallon 
and Frank eligible for impeachment. 

The citizens group which has been working 
lor recall feels the School Committee 
majority violated its trust with the voters 
when they reaffirmed their intention to tiring 
Melon to Win Chester. 

The public in referendum had voted 
against including the town in a Metropolitan 
Council for Educational Opportunity program 
involving about 45 black Boston children

Atty Stuart DeBard. representing Crew, 
argued on Tuesday Ix’fore Judge Brogna that 
there had been no request for appeal from 
Town Clerk Nelson and a stay should 
therefore not lie granted 

DeBard also cited three federal cases in 
which judges refused lo grant slays. 
Referring to one ease. DeBard said that a 
delay of six months or so essentially meant 
Ihe public lost its right to use the franchise 
(vote). 

Mrs. Galvin lold The Star on Tuesday that 
shedoesn't know ivhaI Crew will decide to do.

"I'm not going lo let it lie," she said "II 
they go lo Ihe Supreme Court I II go with 
them."

The special election would be to determine

Mrs. Galvin pointed out that the recall 
most desired by Crew—Robert Frank—is now 
made possible by the granting of the judicial 
stay. 

She said that it the impeachment of 
Parkhursl and Pharo is possible, they wiil lie 
included "We're not forgetting about it." she 
said. "We're very patient people " 

Though the actual case is Crew vs. Mrs 
Nelson, ihe committee members whose recall 
is sought were pcrinilled hv Judge Brogna to 
intervene in the ease. 

Before Winchester adopted its first written 
charter in March there was no provision in 
the town's by-laws for recall Recall was 
included in the written charter at the request 
of some members of the now defunct charier 
commission. 

The charter commission wrote the present 
charter under which Ihe town is now 
operating 

The effect of the judge's decision in staling 
that signatures from only six precincts are 
required is to reduce the number of 
signatures which must be obtained 

In ruling that the "affidavits" were legal 
affidavits, Brogna cited previous recalls 
using documents similar to Ihe Winchester 
petitions. 

"In view of Ihe ambiguity of the charter 
and the use of the word ‘affidavit’ twice over 
Ihe signatures. I find and rule that the ’voter 
affidavits' comply with the provisions in the 
charier." 

Two remaining members of the School 
Committee are against Metco and have not 
been threatened with recall

Energy Conservation Board 
Extended--‘Much Work Still’ 


An energy conservation committee 
created last year by town meeting feels there 
is a potential for energy saving in Winchester 
but feels it is just beginning toward that end 

The committee — complete with a 
minority report — filed its report with town 
meeting at the final session last week. 

The Energy Conservation Committee 
(EEC) asked for and received approval for 
$150 in expenses, 

EEC, in its reports, said its continued 
existence for another year is justified on the 
basis of recommendations it will make to 
save energy. 

According to the minority report of the 
committee, chances of short term goals 
relating to energy conservation this year arc 
slim. 

Gasoline consumption decreased during 
the 197,1 energy crunch compared to 1972 as a 
base year by 13.9 percent. Consumption in¬ 
creased by 7.9 percent after the crisis 
lessened. 

The minority committee slated that with 
the possible exclusion of the Police Depart¬ 
ment, which appears to be decreasing usage, 
no gas conservation measures have been 
taken by the town. 

Nor, continues the report, have ice and 
snow removal resulted in an efficient con¬ 
servation plan, when plowing speeds range 
from 25 to 35 miles per hour. 

The minority committee contends electric 
consumption is heightened by the School 
Department’s (the largest user) 

Corridor and parking area light intensity 
is often much higher than normal standards, 
no turn off policy on lights has been im¬ 
plemented. window air conditioners increase 
consumption from 50 to 80 percent and some 
meters arc charged off at higher rates, (he 
report states, 

Facts indicate fuel consumption is 
needlessly high, according to the minority- 
report. 

Boilers are inefficient and some buildings 
have dual heating systems, it said. 

There is improper healing control, faulty 
boiler care, inadequate insulation, porous 
windows, no corridor heating, heat controls in 
improper locations and large areas of 
uninsulated glass. 

The report stated, “Town employees are 
completely autonomous in so far as heating 
and cooling are concerned and have not been 
educated in this area.” 

The minority report suggested the Energy 
Conservation Committee enforce a con¬ 
servation policy and an educational program 
by adopted to integrate town employees to 
conservation procedures. 

“This stop can potentially save 10 to 15 
percent on energy consumption due to human 
waste. ” 

The committee advised a professional 
engineer to work independently to establish a 
total energy conservation policy for every 
building. Me or she would be directed by the 
Energy Conservation Committee. 

The committee concluded, if the previous 
three steps are not taken, the committee 
would be abolished and the town would follow 


the autonomous nature of each department. 

The Winchester Energy Conservation 
Committee noted it would limit its studies to 
electrical power, heating fuels, natural gas 
and gasoline and diesel fuel. 

From February until town meeting the 
committee studied energy consumption by 
town deparmlments. 

Because studies indicate “everyone in 
town is unaware of the need to conserve 
energy,” “the committee considers an 
educational program of prime importance. 

The committee agreed to first recommend 
action which can be implemented during this 
summer with little or no expenditure. 

This may include air conditioning in some 
town buildings, use of gasoline by town 
vehicles and development of an educational 
program for electricity conservation, 

The committee hopes to then consider 
recommendations which can be implemented 
in time for the 1975-1970 winter such as ef¬ 
ficiency improvements in heating systems 
and reduction of heal losses in town buildings. 

Long range energy conservation programs 
needing funding will come last. 

Categorizing pending action into technical 
programs and public relations programs, the 
Energy Conservation Committee indcated it 
may request money to hire outside 
professional services. 

"The money will be expended only if il can 
be proved thal (he cost of these services is 
justified by the potential savings." 

The Energy Conservation Committee 
requested $150 for miscellaneous expenses 
incurred during its initial Work.

We. the town meeting members, 
being the largest body of town officials, are 
not os close to the day-to-day operations of 
our town as some of the town’s leaders and we 
need their assistance, guidance and 
resourcefulness in implementing ibis ob¬ 
jective with the impact that a majority of us 
has expressed.

A Year On 


‘Keep Your

When I became a Park Commissioner in 
March of 1974, 1 was greeted with this com¬ 
ment : "Keep your mouth shut until you're on 
this board at least a year.” 

At that point I should have been able to 
guess that my election to the board would tie 
fruitless—that nothing would change in the 
following year. 

There were many attempts to change the 
way the board operates but in the end I was 
always told to keep quiet 

Part of my difficulties with the other park 
commissioners arose because 1 had unseated 
one of their friends. I had been successful in 
the election because Ihc park board had not 
regarded me as a threat and therefore did 
nothing to assure the reeled ion of Bruce 
Hanes, whom I defeated. 

About the same time I was campaigning 
lor the park seat, Watergate came to light and 
many people became disenchanted with 
politicians and wanted new faces and honest 
officials Hut my election, I was to find out, 
didn't help. 

Al the first meeting we were asked to elect 
a chairman. Albert MucDonnell was then and 
had been for 17 years the chairman 

An attempt by Cmsr William Ityerson and 
me to select someone different was met with 
hostility by the other two commissioners 
present 

It was my feeling that it would be fairer to 
have a different chairman every year (as 
with most other town boards), lint we wore 
told that Chairman MacDonnell was doing a 
“marvelous job” and no one was capable of 
replacing him 

Al that point Ityerson and I walked out 
breaking the quorum This was a dramatic 
means of showing Ihe citizens of Winchester 
that we were trying to get change and were 
being shot down by the established clique on 
the park board 

The following week MaeLionnel! returned 
with a vote of proxy from Cmsr Chandler 
Parkhurst, who had been ill So we all agreed 
to let MacDonnell lie chairman fur his mtli 
year 

At dial point I couldn't imagine why 
MacDonnell was so power-hungry for the 
chairmanship In the months to come I would 
find out why. 

It seemed odd that each meeting 1 at 
lended was gelling shorter 

If Ihe meeting had begun at 7 :30 p m., we 
were usually through by 8:15. I later found out 
that most of the administrative decisions 
were made by Chairman MacDonnell and 
Cmsr Parkhurst al private, illegal, unposted 
meetings at Hundall’s Restaurant 

I tried to get more accountability for park 
projects but each time 1 was told: "Keep yuur 
mouth shut"' 

One of the most surprising things to 
happen was when a foreman vacancy was to 
be filled MacDonnell and Parkhurst had 
decided on their man but had failed to gel the 
vote of member Stella Aitken. 

When the vote was taken she happened to 
cast her vote for Ihe same person as Cmsr. 
Ityerson and myself Cmsr Parkhurst was 
astounded at the outcome . 

He carried on for 20 minutes about the

“highly qualified" unsuccessful candidate I 
thought for sure he would never speak to 
Aitken again For one of the first times the 
more qualified man did get Ihe job and 
patronage did not prevail. 

Many other things happened which are too 
long lo detail here. One was work done at Mill 
Pond without approval of town meeting, 
i Every time I asked where the money was 
coming from for this project I was given a 
vague answer. 

There were incidents of commissioners 
harrassing park workers while they were 
trying to do their work There were incidents 
of the chairman inserting articles in Ihe town 
meeting warrant without approval of Ihe 
board, speaking for the board before the 
selectmen without the other park com 
missioners’ authorization, failing lo report on 
park-related matters resulting from meetings 
with other town boards, trying (un¬ 
successfully) lo grant a bid w ithout a public 
meeting, changing Park Hoard-approved 
plans without knowledge of other com 
missioners and calling meetings al Ihe 
shortest notice possible so I be public and 
press would be unaware id the meeting. 

Ol course hiring friends of the chairman to 
ilo park work is nothing new 

When appointing summer help came 
before the board recently, the chairman 
arbitrarily decided that the superintendent 
u nutd do Ihe selecting this year. That was fine 
with me 

Hut when I discovered that Chairman 
MacDonnell and Cmsr Parkhurst had told 
the superintendent who lo hire I was furious. 

I remember Parkhurst’s earlier words 
clearly “There will be no patronage jobs this 
year, the superintendent will hire the boys 
who have worked out Ihe best in years past." 

One week later the name of Chairman 
MacDonnell’s son appeared on the park 
payroll 

The Winchester Star did an expose on town 
officials hiring their own children instead of 
qualified children who need the money from 
summer work to attend college 

What do these incidents add up lo? To me 
it was a great education Hut for the town I’m 
afraid it meant dishonest government. 

Although 1 was a great opponent of the 
charter which passed in March, I feel that it 
may, by eliminating boards like the Park 
Commission, bring a more open form of 
government to Winchester tpresuming people 
like MacDonnell and Parkhurst are not given 
opportunities to further their power-hungry 
goals i. 

We cannot live with a form of government 
that gives one or Iwo people all Ihe power and 
leaves the other elected representatives with 
no power to act because they are in a 
minority 

This has been Ihe form of government on 
the Park Hoard in the last few years. Let’s 
hope that our new system will expel those 
involved

Hut to me Ihe most pleasant indication that spring’s here are the open firehouse 
doors a symbol for the openness that accompanies Ihe warm weather. The firemen 
may be open and friendly all year, as I believe they are. 

Hut the average person doesn’t gel to know that until the springtime (and into 
summertime) when he walks by and secs the fireman joking with his neighbor. 

So it is with the rest of society. Our neighbors are quite gregarious people, in all 
likelihood. Hut il's not until Ihe warm weather turns they them out of doors that we

Open doors invite people in without having to say anything. One barrier against 
communication m this alien urban world is eliminated in the springtime Therefore 
it's much easier to go visiting. I Air conditioning, of course, throws the barriers back 1 
1 up since to keep Ihc cool air in you have lo keep the doors closed—one reason 1 hate 
it.) 

Open doors and windows also invite h’linily with the outside. No longer do we 
exisl in Iwo tem|>ornture zones, hopping from one to the other, but in one warm 
environment where one sel of clothes; will do No need of boots, hat, gloves, scarf, 

I sweater and heavy coat. 

A T-shirt, shorts and sandals will gel you by pretty well these days in and out of 
doors. (Air conditioning, blast it. lias forced some people to carry a sweater since 
restaurant owners like to show off their apparatus by keeping the temperature al a 
level where in the wilder they would turn the heat up.) 

The world is an easier place to greel when you don't liave to arm yourself with 
heavy clothing to meet it on its own terms. It's less intimidating in spring. Like 
every person, the world has its many sides, ils many shades. 

The winter is cold, unfriendly, rclrcating and so mud) less The spring is 
cxhiliruting. aggressive, aesthetically heatuiful and so much more The spring 
brings oul the best in everything and everyone. 

livery year I am amazed to see the return of so much that I saw disappear in Ihc 
bitterness of November. When those icy winds slash your face al the beginning of 
winter, I feel a curtain has descended forever. 

Hut to my great surprise each year at Ihis lime, I find it has gone up once more, 
leaving behind a stage filled wilh rich flowers and jolly actors. 

After such a long dreadful winter of dampness and ill will, the spring has come 
wilh little fanfare.

Judge Takes By Surprise.

The School Committee members are being 
recalled because they favor Metco. Let there 
be no misunderstanding about thal. Metco 
opponents will try and cloud the issue by 
lelling you. Oh no, we feel the committee 
should have voted with the people and that’s 
why we're against them. 

But that's another cloud. The School 
Committee members are being impeached 
because of fheir philisophical difference with 
some people in town. 

And thal's a travesty of the democratic 
process. In democracy, when you disagree 
with someone you vote them oul of office at 
Ihe next election. Unless what that person did 
violates standards of decency, you don't call a 
special election and dump them mid-term 

Recall should be reserved for those (like 
Pres. Nixon) who have committed a crime or 
an act so outrageous as to make his con¬ 
tinuation in office impossible. 

The School Committee members have 
done no such thing. The Metco referendum 
was advisory only. When we starl impeaching 
officials who disagree with our political or 
philisophical positions then we are in deep 
trouble. 

Government cannot run on referenda. 
That is’absurd. We elect our lenders to make 
the decisions for us. No one is as close to the 
subject matter as they. 

That’s what democracy is all about. Those 
few hard-nosed anti-Melco people in town 
would subvert one of the cornerstones of 
democracy.

Taxpayers Misled 
On Dog Leash Fee 

EDITOR OF THE STAR; 

The taxpayers of Ihe Town of Winchester 
have been badly misled and misinformed on 
the figures relating to the cost of a full 24-hour 
leash law. 

Both Vincent Carroll and those who voted 
for it have an abysmal lack of knowledge of 
I he Massachuscffs dog laws. 

The legislature has not "modified” the $2 a 
dav pound boarding fee to dog officers, and 
House Bill I860. filed for dog officer R. E 
Gilmore of Lowell by Rep Bruce Freeman of 
Chelmsford asking for $3 a day. is in the 
hands of the Governor’s Commission on Dog 
Laws, still 

The official dog law booklet of this stale, 
recently reprinted to include the seven-day 
holding period which we. here, ended up with 
in August (not the Id days we were supposed 
to have, thanks to Ihe hehind-lhe-scene 
machinations of the MSPCA and Animal 
Rescue League) specifically stales that $2 is 
the sum paid In dog officers, per day, and it is 
an insult to the integrity of our attorney 
general to even question whether he will rule 
Dial SB a day is legal or not. Of course it’s 
illegal' 

In addition, both Mr Carroll's petition and 
Ihe town warrant article were improperly 
worded 

Not only that, tiut at the lime we asked for 
ihe* petition papers for a referendum, we were 
laid we would have loget 500 signatures in the 
live days allowed us. and later, when it was 
all over, as a hopeless task, due to my own 
sudden hospitalization, we were 1 old that we 
only needed 589 

So. dear Winchester taxpayers, due to a 
few local dog halers, town meeting members 
who were absent in droves, with those who 
were present totally ignorant of the laws, you

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Lincoln School To Have Full 
Teacher Rather Than 2 Aides 


Supl of Schools William C. MacDonald 
received unanimous support from (he School 
Committee to hire a full teacher for first 
grade at Lincoln School to take the place of 
two aides previously planned for. 

The money will be "well-spent not so much 
because of parent pressure hut because it will 
be good for education," said MacDonald 
The matter of having an additional full 
teacher instead of two aides was the lopic of a 
parent petition and many letters 

MacDonald opened his remarks by noting 
that much "misinformation has been bandied 
around." 

He said both he and Principal William 
Warnock are agreed that "with or without 
Melco" there is a need for a first grade 
teacher because there are 87 children 
scheduled for this grade al Lincoln School 
With Iheadditional teacher there wili be 1!) 
youngsters in one class, IK in the other 
There are 79 children scheduled to he in 
kindergarten al Lincoln, noted MacDonald 
These pupils will be assigned to one teacher 
for two sessions, he said 

In the course of the discussion it was noted 
that costwise one teacher is equal to three 
teacher aides. 

Mini-Course Guidelines 
The School Committee accepted a sel of 
guidelines relating to mini-courses in 
elementary schools. 

The guidelines, which were recommended 
by Ihe Winchester Klementary School 
Principals' Association fWcspai and 
presented to the committee by Supl Mac¬ 
donald, are as follows: 

I A mini-course consists of two or more 
instructional sessions 

2. Mini-courses shall he an outgrowth of 
the Winchester curriculum 

3. Mini-courses shall not interrupt the 
teaching of basic skills in language arts and 
math. 

4 The decision to have mini-courses shall 
he at the discretion of building principal ami 
staff. 

5 . The school principal shall be ac¬ 
countable for the program 

0. The teachers shall participate in Hie 
implementation of the mini courses 

7. flexibility of time is essential to obtain 
qualified resource people 

8 Mini-course programs will be evaluated 
hy all participants. 

9. Mini-course programs and proposals 
will be submitted to the superintendent of 
schools prior to implementation 

Before Hie vote and approval, committee 
member Mary (». f'ronski wanted to set a 
limit on the number of sessions a mini-course 
could follow 

On the contrary member Robert S. Frank 
Jr suid he wouldn't want to limit Ihe number 
fooling this does not necessarily provide a 


measure of instructional impact. 

MacDonald and Principal of the Vinson 
Owen School Clare M Corcoran noted the 
guidelines speak of two or more sessions to 
differentiate a mini-course from a one-time 
visil of a resource person. MacDonald said in 
most instances a mini-course would tic held 
for four sessions 

From Ihe audience, Helen S. Philliou 
commended the use of mini-courses noting 
Ihey are ihe trend of education in major cities 
across the nation 

The parent of a Winchester child 
scheduled (o enter kindergarten in the fall 
requested the child he permitted to enter as a 
first grader. 

The parent's reasoning is that his son, who 
tins attended pre sellout classes for the past 
three years 'since the child was three) would 
not benefit hy repealing what he already 
knows Resides, the parent notes, the child is 
just one day too young according to 

Winchester School Department age 
requirements 

The committee was empalhelic to the 
parent’s request but reluctant lo grant a 
waiver because this might bring about an 
onrush of requests from other parents who 
(eel waivers should he granted lo their ex¬ 
ceptional children as well 

Committee member John Noble suggested 
the child he Hie subject of a Chapter 780 core 
evaluation sludy 

Committee member Catherine Fallon fell 
this unnecessary ami costly Frank said the 
committee needs lo lie flexible without 
pushing a child into 700 and "possibly squeeze 
out time" to be used for others under 700 

Noble, who called for designating a jierson 
lo make such decisions, suggested Howard 
Nibloi'k, director of pupil services, be con¬ 
sulted to decide on this case 

Member Stephen R I’arkhursl said the 
committee "needs lo consider the entrance 
policy," 

In conclusion Hie committee did riot give 
Ihe parent tin answer. Instead they asked 
MacDonald to sit down with Nililock and to 
gel back lo Hie School Committee next 
Monday, June 2, at which lime the matter will 
be discussed in open session before the 
eommjllee holds a previously scheduled 
executive session.

Emergency Medical 
Training Diplomas 

Nine members ol Winchester Police 
Department and four members of Ihe Fire 
Department were recently graduated from 
Winchester Hospital’s emergency medical 
training program 

The program, for private and public 
ambulance personnel, is required under 
Massachusetts law tl involves 81 hours of 
instruction. 

Six hours are spent in the hospital’s 
emergency room and four in Ihe recovery 
room observing medical care techniques ami 
treatments 

During the 18-week program more than a 
dozen physicians instruct in emergency eare. 

Upon completion ol the course and passing 
of a written examination the trainees become 
registered emergency medical technicians 
ami receive a certificate from the national 
registry in Ohio and the right to wear the 
official KMT shoulder patch.

At the time The 
Star talked with him on Tuesday afternoon, 
Bower indicated concern because the weather 
in Cheyenne, Wyo., has been in the .'Ill's and 
the youths are not prepared lor winter 
weather 

"They’re about 150 miles from Cheyenne 
now,” said Bower who in the next breath 
guessed his son and companion would call 
ahead for weather reports and lake 
precautions if necessary.
